Caucuses Need Restrictions. 

. “ This state has 102 counties, and only four 
of them are affected by a primary law. In 
the other ninety-eight counties the prima- 
ries are governed by the rules of the com- 
mittees of the two patties, which call fhe 
caucuses, prescribe the places where the 
caucuses are to be held, and the means of 
holding them. They have the power to es- 
tablish even the qualifications of the men 
who may vote in these caucuses. In there 
ninety-eight counties it is no crime to bribe 
the voters at caucyses, it is no crime to vote 
more than once, it is no crime even to make 
false returns, and the result is that these 
abuses are constantly carried on. and the 
result is reflected in the legislature. 

“ Another evil growing out of the lack of 
primary laws is the double standard in con- 
ventions, and the contests in the state con- 
ventions are growing at an alarming rate, 
eo that, unless checked soon, the condition 
of affairs will soon be that from one-third to 
one-half of the delegates in the state and 
county conventions will have their right to 
sit contested. 

“ Wherever I went I heard much complaint 


little complaint about the national or state 
policies, there was a loud protest against 
the conditions which prevail in the conven- 


tions. 
Parties Judged by Leaders. 

“The people are prepared to judge the 
parties and their policies more by the char- 
acter of the men who frame these policies 
than by the character of the candidates for 
the offices. I have found that there exists 
a general demand for a compulsory primary 
law, whereby the primary elections shall be 


guarded by all the machinery that is thrown 
_about the general election.

“T honestly believe that with the passage of 
some law of this kind the tone of the legisla- 
ture and of the administrative offices of the 
state will be greatly raised.

The duties of many of 
the employés require specia/ training and 
skill, and there is a cali for the removal! of 
these workers from the accidents of party 
triumphs. shared by the politicians and pri- 
vate citizen alike.

seeking appointments. ior political services 
rendered, and I believe that these institutions 
should be placed on the same high plane as 
are the schools and colleges. A law to that 
end will be passed by the next legisiature.

STEEL MILLS SHUT DOWN 
AND 3,000 MEN LOSE WORK, 


Two Departments of South Chicago 
Plant Closed in Accordance with a 
Notice Posted Three Hours Earlier. 


In accordance with brief notices posted 
three hours earlier, the rai! and steel mills of 
the Illinois Steel company in South Chicago 
were shui, down at @ o'clock last night. No 
date was set for the reopening of the plant. 
Presdent ©. J. Buffington of the company 
said it was the reguiar temporary shutdown 
which comes at the close of each year, 

The order throws 4,000 men out of work, or 
nearly half the tota! force. They were 
among the best paid in the mills, earning $4 
to $12 a day, under semi-annual contracts, on 
the “tonnage’’ system. Last June, when 
the renewal of the contract was sought. the 
company declined to enter in an agreement. 

The shutdown was ordered a week earlier 
in wovember last year. When the mills re- 
sumed operations the pay of practica:ly ali 
the workers except those in the steel and rali 
departments was cut 10 to 35 per cent. A 


still greater reduction is anticipated by the 
men now out of work.

London Spectator Says Increase 
Is Menace to Civilization. 


RICH MEN AS LAWBREAKERS. | 


American Judges Lack Standing and 
Prestige Needed for Emergency. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—The Spectator, in a 
long article commenting on the great increase 
of crime in the United States In the last twen- 
ty years, regards the situation as a grave 
menace to civilization and appeals to the 
American people to impose radica] reforms 
in the administration of law before national 
calamity comes. 


- “ We venture to say that if the American 


judges had the standing and prestige which 
belong to our judges,” says the Spectator, 
“the rich men who now use their money to 
corrupt public officials and public bodies 
would find themselves in jall, either for con- 
tempt of court or some open breach of the 


law. 
Rich Men Defy Law. 

“Rich men dare not openly defy the law 
in England as they do in America. The 
actual statute law of America is more than 
sufficient to put down corruption in an ad- 
ministration that is at fault. We know how 
difficult, owing to the state system, it will 
be to give greater weight and authority tw 


the judicature of the ordinary state courts. 


Until this is done, however, no attempt to 
purify American life can really be perma- 
nently successful. 

“ Further, it ts absolutely necessary that 
not merely cities, but throughout the coun- 
try, there should be a large, wel) paid, and 
efficient police force, and this force should 
be made to recognize the fact that its duties 
are quite as much preventive as punitive. 


Not an Anti-American Attack. 

“This will be represented by Interested peo- 
ple as an attack upon America by unfrierdly, 
supercilious, and hypocritical Englishmen. 
We must take the risk of this, content to feel 
that if we Have done something to awaken 
American public opinion on a vital matter 
we shall have deserved well of the republic.”

As yet the crowd, although numbering 
thousands, was small for the vast spaces it 
had to occupy, and it was silent, except for 
sporadic cheers.

The people 
composing it had been out of bed by 6 o'clock 
to get to the grounds in time for the start, 
and they used all their breath to warm their 
fingers. 

A faint idea of what was to follow during 
the day was afforded by the president’s visit 
ot the liberal arts building.

He arose in the air with a tre- 
mendous flop, and when he landed in his 
bath again about two gallons of water left 
the tank and splattered indiscriminately over 
the crowd. 

Part of it chose the president's silk hat, 
while some took to Miss Roosevelt's jacket. 
They started back laughing. 

Seven league boots were on again, and the 
escort was gasping for breath. 


Crowd Thaws Qut and Cheers. 

By this time the spaces between the build- 
ings and in the roadways about the Fisheries 
building were black with people, and the 
crowd having warmed ite fingers and be- 
ginning to thaw out in the sunlight, cheered 
until its throat was hoarse as the smiling 
face of the president was seen. 

Two jumps and a scurry and the party 
was seated in a tiny reviewing stand which 
hed been built facing the government build- 
ing, and at the side of the Liberal Arts. 
Around the “street” came fhe sound of 
martial music, preceding the approach of the 
military parade which was to pass before 
the president. Then came the Sixteenth in- 
fantry, and the president arose, saluting the 
colors. 

A company of marines passed, and then 
President Roosevelt had his first glimpse 
of the new United Stetes soldiery. The little 
brown Filipino scouts, marching with mil- 

' {tary precision and dress which in point of 
pure display made the regulars look like 
amateurs, came into view. 


Interested in Filipino Scouts. 

With the keenest of interest, the president 

* watched these little soldiers, for little they 

were compared with the men of the Six- 

teenth, file past him, they looking for all the 

world like the brown infantrymen who are 
fighting in Manchuria. 

Their band played “ America,” and the sol- 

dier carrying the colors so straightened his 

“ghoulders that he nearly fell over backwards 


as the president and Gen. Bates saluted. As 


from “America” to “ Dixie” and over the 
great crowd a spasm of yelling, the same old 
“ Dixie” yelling, swept, and the president 
applauded by clapping his hands. 

Cavalry Dashes In. 

After the Filipinos came a clatter and rat- 
tle, enveloped and covered in clouds of dust, 
out of which dashed four companies of the 
Bighth cavalry, gorgeous in yellow and blue, 
and after them came companies of the Ninth 
cavalry, colored.

Guards Swept Aside.

He stopped before a log cabin. over the door 
of which was fastened a stuffed owl.

Scrambling along behind the ling and 
over the exhibits he reached an ais’e with his 
close sticking escort of guards, and down 
another lane the procession swept. When 
the section devoted to British agricultural 
exh:bits was reached Englishmen jumped 
to the tops of boxes and yelled until they 
cracked their voices. 


Sees Filipino Village. 

Then the doors were opened again and 
the party surged out to find that the biggest 
multitude of the day had gathered at the 
entrance. Through a lane between packed 
thousands of people, held back only by the 
line of the infantrymen, the carriages were 
driven to the Filipino village. 

Past groups of curious Moros they went, 
past sultans standing grimly at attention 
with their families lined up beside them, past 
Igorrotes and the skull ornamented palisades 
of their village, the president's carriage led 
the way on to the drill ground of the Filipino 
constabulary and Filipino scouts. 


Rifle and Bolo Drill 

There was given the most spectacular ex- 
hibition which had been offered for the pres- 
ident’s inspection—the rifie ahd bolo drill of 
America's new soidiers. From a crest of a 
hill on which the parade ground is located 
the white structures of the exposition showed 
through the trees in a light now growing 


+ dim. 


Scouts and constabulary, with their bands 
in front and each rifieman standing at a 
tense, immobile attention, seemed to feel that 
they had reached the supreme moment of 
their military existence. The bands began 
the slow, even dirgelike music which accom- 
panies a drill, and both detachments of the 
men began to go through the rhythmica! 
manual, which combined the movements of a 
dance and of calisthenics. 

President Roosevelt watched the unique 
spectacle as if fascinated, and when the 
little soldiers stopped for breath he lead the 
vigorous applause. 


Igorrote Gives Album. 

At the Igorrote village Chi€éf Antonio, who 
has been to Washington and met the presi- 
dent, presented him with an album contain- 
ing forty photographs of Igorrotes. A class 
of the natives then sang “ America” in the 
English tongue, having learned it since they 
came to the exposition. 

At the Lanao Moro village the natives pre- 
sented a beaten silver dish and a set of silver 
bottles to the president, who, in accepting, 
said: 

“I thank you for this gift. My aim is to 
help you increase your happiness and pros- 
perity and I am glad to meet you on this 
side of the water.” 

Datto Gives Up Big Enife. 

Passing into the Semal Moro village, ad- 
joining. the president was met by Datte Fa- 
cunda, who presented him with a big knife, 
saying through an interpreter: 

“I give you my pira, which has been my 

own individual weapon, and with which I 
aed killed three enemies. There will be no 
more fighting in my country and I will have 
no more use for my pira. I will give it to 
nobody but you.” 

President Roosevelt accepted the knife and 
expressed his thankfulness that war was at 
an end and that the disposal of weapons was 
emblematic of peace. 

In the Visayan village the party was en- 
tertained in the native theater by dancing 
and singing. At the conclusion of the exer- 
cises Miss Teresa Ramioz was introduced to 
the president and presented a handsomely 
carved cane. The president took the cane 
and said: 

“In expressing my thanks for this beauti- 
ful cane I desire to say thac I want you to 


go back to your homes and say that this 


— 


government will do all that it can do for the 
mental and moral welfare and the happiness 
and prosperity of the Filipinos.” 


Silver Dish from Bagabo. 

In the Bagabo village a silver dish was pre- 
sented and the president responded briefly in 
accepting. 

With Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss Alice trudg- 
ing at his side the president hurried from 
place to place, stopping only long enough to 
get a general idea of the exhibits, applauding 
the constabulary drill. 

After the drill President Roosevelt asked 
to have the band play—* Garry Owen ” and, 
when this was done, he showed his apprecia- 
tion by clapping his hands. 

“That is the greatest fighting tune in the 
world,” he said. 

Three Cheers for President. 

At the conclusion of the drill and parade, 
Maj. W. H. Johnston, in command of the 
Filipino troops at the world’s fair, raised his 
hat and called for “three cheers for the 
president of the United States.” The sol- 
diers, as well as all within the enclosure, 
joined in giving the cheers with a will. The 
playing of “ America” concluded the pro- 


Give Credit to Taft. 

Just as the party was crossing the bridge 
of Spain over the mole before the walled city 
in leaving the Philippine exposition Presi- 
dent Roosevelt suddenly halted in the middle 
of the bridge and said to Maj. William H. 
Johnston, commandant of the Philippine 
scouts: 

“] want to congratulate you upon the re- 
markably clean and effective drill of your 
batallion, which was fine and impressive.” 

“You have Secretary of War Taft to 
thank, as we are all his protégés,”’ quickly 
replied Maj. Johnston, smiling. 

* Yes, I know,” said the president. “I see 
now how much good Secretary Taft did in 
the Philippines. I will make an effort to have 
your batallion attend the inauguration in 
Washington.” 

Maj. Johnston thanked the president 
warmly, assuring him that all the scouts 
would be glad to attend, as they had seen a 
little of America and desired to see more, 


Sees Part of Football Game. 

The party then was off for the stadium,

Crowd Begins to Leave. 

The tired crowds, whose legs ached with 
the efforts to keep up with the pace set and 
who were bewildered by their efforts to hit 
the right spot at the right time, had begun 
to leave, although fireworks were offered as 
an inducement to those who could stay. 

It ts estimated that over 250,000 people were 
on the grounds and all of them tried to see the 
president at least once. All probably suc- 
ceeded, but not anywhere near all at any one 
time. 

“Marvelous,” Says President. 

When it was all over President Roosevelt 
sald: 

“This is marvelous. It is beyond descrip- 
tion, and exceeds my fondest expectations. 
I have had the best time I ever had in my 
life, and I have seen more than I ever ex- 
pected to see In one day’s time.” 


Banquet Closes Program. - 
Eclipsing all other functions given at the 
world’s fair since the opening day was the 
dinner in honer of the president of the United 
States by the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
in the main dining hall of the Tyrolean Alps. 
Covers were laid for 700, and the guests tn- 
cluded, beside the presidential party, the ex- 
position directors and their wives, the gov- 
ernors of the various states, the chiefs of de- 
partments and their wives, the members of 
the national commission and their wives, 
members of the lady managers, members of 
the government board and their wives, and 
the foreign and state commissioners and 
their wives. 
President Roosevelt entered the dining hall 
about 8:20 o'clock, the guests first knowing 


of his presence by the playing of “ The Star 


Spangled Banner,” by the exposition orches- 
tra, led by Karl Komzak. In the midst of 
great applause the head of the nation made 
his way to the raised platform, where the 
guests of honor were seated, and as the 
cheering continued, he bowed from right to 
left. The greeting seemed to please the pres!- 
dent greatly.

President Roosevelt seemed to enter thor- 
oughly into the spirit of the occasion, and 
there was every evidence to show that no 
one enjoyed the affair In a keener manner 
than did he.

SOME HOWOR IN GRIM WAR 


RUSSIAN AND JAP SOLDIERS PLAY 
JOKES BETWEEN BATTLES. 


In Some Places the Trenches of the Op- 


sation Distance—Mikado’s Men Tan- 

talise the Csar’s Soldiers by Holding 

Up Bottles of Vodka—One of Oyama’s 

Sentries Falls Asleep and Kouropat- 
kin’s Sentinel Steals His Riffe. 


MUKDEN, Nov.26.—At Linshinpu, of which 
town the northern half is in Russian hands 
and the southern is held by Japanese, the 
trenches are 120 paces apart, and it is pos- 
sible in the silence of the night to distinguish 
the voices of the Japanese. 

Sometimes men on both sides strike up’ a 
conversation, many of the Japanese speaking 
excellent Russian. 

The soldiers good naturedly abuse one an- 
other and pass invitations to come and take 
dinner or drink tea. 

Often the Japanese tantalize the Russians 
by showing them that they have vodka to 
drink and of which the Russians have none. 

The Japanese continually allowed the Rus- 
sians to gather fuel on neutral ground at 
Idinshinpu when they were unarmed. Then 
they suddenly fired, killing two Russians and 
wounding one. 

While the trenches are 120 paces apart the 
Russian and Japanese pickets are now only 
forty paces distant from each other, But 
there is no firing. 

One Japanese sentry fell asleep at his post 
and a Russian soldier left the trenches, 
crept up, and stole his gun and returned 
without awakening him. 

The Japanese at one time attempted to dig 
trenches fifteen paces away from the Rus- 
sians, but they were driven off. 


Hoarding Up Grain. 

The Chinese authorities have taken pre- 
liminary steps to bring grain from the north 
and to store it for the use of the starving 
farmers and villagers. This action was 
brought about by the destitution which is so 
prevalent for some twenty miles behind the 
Russian army, which is commandeering all 
grain and other food supplies, and also be- 
cfuse of the fear that the army will move 
north again. 


Chinese Villages Obliterated. 


Except for the troops the depopulation 
along the Russian positioén seems to be com- 
plete and the villages are being rapidly, ob- 
literated. 

Russian speculators are confident that the 
army will hold its own, and are storing straw 
and other supplies with a view tothe coming 
of a time when higher prices can be obtained. 
As has been the case in all wars, jhere is a 
wide complaint that speculators and army 
contractors are fleecing the government, and 
the Russians are freely pronouncing thenias 
the particular curse of their country. 


Daring Individual Efforts. 

The. hostilities. are now characterized by 
individual efforts of a most daring and dan- 
gerous character. One outcomte of the close 
relations between the Russians and Japanese 
along the Shakhe river has been the occa- 
sional blowing up of houses by the opposing 
outposts and the snipping of their occupants.

RUSSIA NEAR NEW EPOCH. 


EDITOR OF NOVOE VREMYA DIS- 
CUSSES ZEMSTVO APPEAL. 


M, Souvorin, St. Petersburg’s Veteran 
Journalist, Says What the People of 


the Empire Need Is Freedom to | 


Think, Write, and Speak — Some 
Form of Parliamentary Government 
Expected—Danger in a Too Radical 
Plange. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 26.—The appeal 
of the zemstvoists for a change in the form 
of Russia's government is discussed today 
by M. Souvorin, the veteran editor of the 
Novoe Vremya, who declares that Russia 
is on the eve of a new epoch. 

“ Personally,”’ said M. Souvorin, “ I do not 
agree with all the stvoist proposals, but 
I think some form of national representation 
is bound to come. 

“Our greatest need is freedom to work, 
think, speak, and write. That freedom seems 
unattainable under the present bureaucratic 
régime, which compresses the activity of the 
whole nation and raises countless obstacles 
in the way of personal initiative and enter- 
prise 


“ What we want now is the acts that the 
late M. von Plehve (minister of the interior) 
introduced into the law of 1902, enabling the 
admission of consultative members to the 
council of law, which have remained a dead 
letter, owing to the opposition of the bureau- 
erats of the empire. Von Plehve doubtless 
would gradually have extended the zemstvo 
eystem and have introduced other reforms of 
a liberal tendency. M. Witte was not far 
wrong when he summed up Piehve with the 
words, ‘You will see that he will bring 
Russia to a constitution,’ but Plehve spotled 
everything by preceding the intended reforms 
with a policy of repression. 

Autocracy Still Necessary. ~ 

*“ What acts will follow the pronouncement 
of the zemstvoists I am not prepared to say, 
but in my opinion they should take the form 
of summoning an elective body to act Ina 
consultative sapacity to the sovereign, who 
should retain absolute freedom to follow the 
recommendations of the majority or minor- 
ity. as he might think best. 

“My belief is that the changes should be 
introduced gradually. The first phase should 
be the Introduction of the elected members 
to the council cf the empire, which would 
be a useful initiation of our statesmen and 
people to representative institutions. 

“Americans cannot realize the difficulty, 
even danger, of suddeniy introducing institu- 
tions into our ceuntry. Even our statesmen 
ere not versed in the arts of government. 
The fact is, we lave not had the opportunity 
to learn the ‘art of government. All this 
sufficiently indicates the necessity for great- 
est caution in introducing the representative 
system and the great danger in adopting an 
{!1 digested western constitution wholesale. 

“ Provided catition is exercised, I cannot 
see how the autocracy—which, I repeat, must 
remain the keystone of our system—Wwill be 
imperiled by the introduction of a repre- 
sentative system. There is absolute neces- 
sity for the safeguarding of the autocracy, in 
consequence of the views and ideas of the 
peasantry. 

Peasant Faith in the Czrr. 

“The peasants have not the slightest idea 
of the meaning of the word constitution. Ail 
their thoughts and desires are centered in 
land. They believe the land ought to belong 
to them, and they are convinced that the 
little father, as they call the czar; alone is 
able to satisfy what they regard as legitimate 
aspirations. They look upon bureaucrats, 
landlords, and zemstvos as parts of the ma- 
chinery which is preventing them from ob- 
taining more land to enable them to mitigate 
their terrible poverty. | 


Revolution Is Dead. 

“ There is not the slightest ground-to be- 
lieve in the success of a revolutionary move- 
ment in Russia. Indeed, since the advent of 
Interior Minister Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky 
and his appeal for mutual confidence the 
tendency among influential and sober mind- 
ed members of the community is all the other 
way. Political demonstrations which for- 
merly elicited sympathy from the people now 
eall forth general condemnation. A recent 
instance of this was at Kharkoff. A small 
crowd of students and workingmen attempt- 
ed to parade the streets with red flags, but | 
were dispersed by the public without - 
ance from the police. , 

“IT am still confident that the winter of the 
bureaucracy, which, like the Russian win- 
ter, condemned us to a long period of in- 
activity, is giving way before the advent of 
spring, as I prophesied last year, although 
no one then believed me, and the Russian 
springtide season is marvelously quick in 
growth.” j

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BATE MURDER CLEW FAIL 


SUSPECT GRABOW IS RELEASED BY 
THE POLICE. 


Declared te Have Told Conflicting 
Story of Whereabouts on Night of 
the Kijling of the Chauffeur, but 
Hotel Employe Fails to Identify 
Him—Says He Visited Garage—Jo- 
seph Weil Will Be Tried Today ona 
Charge of Swindling. 


The release yesterday afternoon of Edward 
Grabow, son ofa Joliet saloonkeeper, a?- 
rested on suspicion in connection with the 
murder of Chauffeur John W. Bate Jr., again 
left the police without a definite lead to the 
whereabouts of the supposed slayer, “ Dove.” 
The man’s story of how he spent the after- 
moon and night of Nov. 18, the day of the 
killing, were said by detectives to be con- 
flicting and untrue, but the fact that Edward 
Slavin, telephone operator at the Auditorium 
hotel, was unable to identify him was con- 
sidered proof of his innocence. 

The admission of Grabow that he visited 
Canary’s garage on the night of the murder 
was considered the most suspicious circum- 
stance, and the fact that he knew Bate led 
the police to believe he might be able to throw 
some light on the mystery. The man was 
closely questioned by Inspector Lavin, but 
was unable to give a theory for the murder. 
It developed that Grabow ss a friend of 
James Tillbury, the chauffeur recently ac- 
quitted on a charge of blackmail, who is liv- 
ing in St. Louis under the name of Moore. 


Tells of the Night of the Murder. 


Grabow says he is 18 years old, “I was not 
surprised at being arrested,’’ he told In- 
spector Lavin. He told this story of his 
movements: ; 

“I left Joliet on the 12:30 train Nov. 18. 
In Chicago I stopped at Kavanaugh’s saloon 
in Van Buren street, and then went toa res- 
taurant at State and Van, Buren streets. I 
visited the automobile exchange in Sixteenth 
street and loafed there for some time. 

“I had supper and afterward again vis- 
ited the garage. There I saw Bate, but only 
talked to him a short time. I was around the 
garage two hours, helping the chauffeurs 
fix up a machine fora longrun. At8o’clock 
I wenttoatheater. Then I took the midnight 
train for Joliet. The next day I learned about 
the murder, and was surprised that I was 
not arrested sooner.” 

Grabow recently retrrned from Dallas, 
Tex., where he was employed as a profes- 
sional chauffeur in racing events. 


Weil to Be Tried on Larceny Charge. 

Joseph Well, who was mentioned Friday 
in connection with the murder, will be tried 
tomorrow before Judge Chetlain on a charge 
of larceny and obtaining money under false 
pretenses. 

The Hauser family, at whose boarding 
house in Joliet a man answering Dove's 
deseription and acting in a suspicious man- 
ner was reported to have spent Sunday, will 
be brought to Chicago tonight to examine 
photographs in the bureau of identification. 


Finds a Family Named Dove. 

A Chicago detective went from Joliet to 
Morris, where a family named Dove was re- 
ported to be living. He failed to find any con- 
nection with the murder. On his return he 
met Lieut. Howard, who visited Joliet ona 
mysterious mission. 


Insists Hugg Is the Man. 
Lieut. McWeeny of the Central detail an- 


bridewell prisoner, is “‘ Dove."’ He declared 
he had implicit faith in the theory, and that 
the Auditorium employés probably failed to 
identify Hugg because the latter had shaved 
off the mustache he wore when his picture 
was obtained by the identification bureau.

Tilt Between Widower, ‘Dr. Densmore, 
% and Licensed Practitioner Results in 
Report to Coroner. 


New York, Nov. 
Physician Phillips of Brooklyn made an in- 
vestigation this afternoon into the cause of 
the death of Mrs. Helen Densmore, a stanch 
friend of Mrs. Florence Maybrick. Mrs. 
Densmore died early today without medical 
attendance other than what had been given 

_ by her husband. Dr. Emmett Densmore, and 
Mrs. Maybrick, who was her devoted nurse. 

Dr. Blackmar, a neighborhood physician, 
who was called in after Mrs. Densmore’s 
death, refused to sign the death certificate 
and reported the case to the coroner. Dr. 
Phillips found Mrs. Densmore had died from 
natural causes and issued the requisite per- 
mit. 

Mrs. Densmore’s. death was. caused by 
asthma, according to Dr. Blackmar. and the 
investigation was called for largely because 
she was not treated by a regular physician. 
Dr. Densmore’s remedies were composed of 
roots, herbs, and a patent medicine in the 
manufacture of which he isinterested. Some 
comments upon the methods. of regular prac- 
titioners made by Dr. Densmore when Dr. 
Biackmar was called into the case tended to 
influence the latter in calling the investiga- 
tion. 

The Densmores long have been devoted 
friends of Mrs. Maybrick. Dr. Densmore has 
u country place in the Catskills. Mrs. May- 
brick was taken there when she arrived here 
after her release from prison. 

Prejudice against the general run of doc- 
tors which Dr. Densmore has not attempted 
to disguise kept him from calling in a regular 
practitioner to treat hfs wife. 

Two trained nurses were engaged. One 
always was with the sick woman, while Mrs. 
Maybrick was unremitting in her attentions. 
In fact;>"Mrs. Maybrick, under Dr. Densmore, 
had complete charge of the patient. 
slept only enough to affor@ the least rest 
required by health, and the death of Mrs. 
Densmore finds her almost utterly ex- 
hausted. In addition she feels keenly the loss 
of one who was such a sincere friend. 

Although Mrs. Densmore was 71 years of 
age, there was no fear in the minds of her 
husband or Mrs. Maybrick that she would not 
recover until early today, when*Mrs. May- 
brick discovered the patient was sinking and 
called Dr. Densmore, who determined to 
send for an outside physician. Dr. Blackmar 
was summoned, but by the time he reached 
the Densmore home Mrs. Densmore was 
dead.

that an. investigation is to be made of the 
Standard Oil company. These two agents 
left Washington today to perform the duties 


to 1 

It was stated at the department, however... 
that the agents were going out to investigate. 
the petroleum industry of the country, east 
and weet, and t primarily to gather evi-. 
dence against the Standard Oi! company. 
Naturally the Standard Ol] company will 
eome within the purview of the investigation, 
but only in its business as a buyer and seller 


of petroleum and not in its relations with the 
railroads. 


Standard Oi] Aware of It. 

It is learned that officers of the Standard 
Oll company were aware several weeks ago 
that the department of commerce and labor 
was about to begin an investigation, and the 
company extended to the department assur- 
a@nees that it would assist the investigation 
in every way. Standard Oil officers declare 
to the government agents that the company 
was conducting its oll business strictly ac- 
cording to law, and wouid welcome as rigid 
an.investigation as the government cared to 


Like the Beef Trust Inquiry. 

The investigation just begun will deal with 
the interstate phases of the ol! business, and 
will follow the methods pursved in the beef 
trust inquiry and others conducted by the 
department of commerce. The law requires 
these investigations to be made, and if viola- 
tions of the law are discovered in the way of 
combinations In restraint of trade the depart- 
ment is charged with the prosecution of the 
guilty parties. It will not, however, include 
the question of railroad rates, rebates, and 
other matters pertaining to common carriers, 
who are expressly exempt from the jurisdic- 
tion of the department of commerce and are 
placed under the interstate commerce com- 
mission. . 

The investigation begun to day will extend 
over several months. One ofthe agénts wi!! 
go to California, where is now the largest 
producer of oil in the union, and the other 
agent will go through the Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, and Indiana flelds. The re- 
sults of the. investigation will be reported in 
due time to the president, and if deemed of 
public interest and importance they will be 
transmitted to congress.

BLAME CITY FOR DEATES, | 


WOMEN’S CISUBS SCORE BUILDING 
DEPARTMENT LAXITY. 


Declare It Largely Responsible for the 
Spread of Tuberculosis in Congested 
Districta—Resolve to Inaugurate a 
Crusade for Removal of Dark, In- 
sanitary Tenements, Constructed 
Contrary to Ordinances—Dry Sweep- 
ing of Public Places Condemned. 

In resolutions adopted yesterday by the 
League of Cook County Women’s Clubs the 
officials of the city building department’ were 
charged with “ gross laxity " in the perform- 
ance of their duty and held largely respon- 
sible for the spread of tuberculosis in the 
congested districts of the city. 

The indictment of the building department 
is based upon its failure te condemn defective ' 
bulldings erected in the tenement districts 
during the last ten years. The resolutions 
set forth that investigation of dwellings in 


the poorer sections of Chicago discloses the 
fact that a large part of them were built 


tion. In many cases it is asserted flats with- 
out outside windows can be found. The 
resolutions declare that “ @ number of such | 
defective bulldings were erected during the 
last ten years, and their existence shows 
gross laxity on the part of the proper offi- 
cials.”’ 

The resolutions urge that as a step in the 
work of stamping out the white plague all 
these insanitary buildings constructed tn 
violation of the laws must be condemned and 
raged. The Cook County league adopced 
the resolutions at the request of the Chicago 
section of the Council of Jewish Women. 


State Clubs to Enter Crusade. 

Through the Illinois Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs all the federated clubs in the 
state will be enlisted in tpe crusade. The 
movement will not alone be directed against 
the insanitary and improperiy constructed 
buildings. The resolutions urge that houses 
eccupied by consumptives have never been 
disinfected, as in the case of other diseases 
that are infectious, by systematic work on 
the part of the health department. They 
urge that this can be done only through 
the passage of a law requiring the registra- 
tion of all cases of tuberculosis. The Jew- 
ish couftci] finds further that the spread of 
consumption is due to the following causes: 

That all the poor districts of Chicago con- 
tain a large number of factories and work- 
shops which utterly disregard the factory 
laws, which include provision as to the. 
proper amount of space, light. ventilation, 
and sanitary arrangements, and that many 
cases, even in the downtown district, can 
be cited to illustrate this assertion. 

The unclean condition of Chicago's streets 
and alleys and the inadequacy of the admin- 
istrative forces to remedy the evil. 

The smoke nuisance—not only from chim- 
neys in factory and apartment buildings but 
even in public buildings. 

The dry sweeping of public places and 
buildings, elevated stations, etc., which fur-

Leading Spirit in Union Theological 
Seminary Talks of Aetion of Direc- 
tors in Falling Back to Original 


Strengthen the Institation — Deci- 
sion Said to Be Result of Gain in 


New York, Nov. 26.—[{Special.)—An author- 
ized statement was made today by the Rev. 
Dr. Francis Brown of Union Theological 
seminary in answer to a report from Pitts 
burg that the seminary had decided to dis- 
card the Westminster confession of faith and 
had accepted one of its own by unanimous 
vote. Dr. Brown, who spoke of the absence 
from the city of the Rev. Chartes Cuthbert 
Hall, president of the seminary, character- 
ised the report as incorrect and misleading. 

“The fact is.” be ca'd, “ the, board 0.4 di- 
rectors of Union Theological seminary for 
somé time have been discussing the propriety 
of falling back upon the original charter 
obligations of the seminary in reference to 
the qualifications of directors and 


Obligations in Preamble. 


“These obligations, fully expressed in the 
bie of the constitution, were adopted on 

an. 18, 1886, in the articles of Incorporation 
filed in 1889. These do not require subecrip- 
tion to the Westminster confession of faith, 
which latter provision since has been re- 

ed. The preable in question says:: 

“<Tt is the design of the founders to fur- 
nish means for the full and thorough educa- 
tion all: dubjects Inthe best theological 
seminaries th the United States, also to em- 
brace therewith thoraugh knowledge of the 


standards of faith and discipline of the Pres- 


byterian church." 

“This is the substance of the doctrinal re- 
quirements. 

“As a return to the original charter obli- 
gations implies pfevious ‘deviation from 
them, it should be pointed out that the de- 
ylation has been in the matter of amend- 
ments to the preamble of the constitution, for 
instance, by requiring subscription to the 
Westminster confession. . 


Will Not Disturb Faculty. 

“The recent action of the board of directors 
in returning to the original charter obliga- 
tions does not alter the attitude of the pres- 
ent members of the board or faculty toward 
the Presbyterian church and the Westmins- 
ter confession. It makes it possible in the 
future to have rectors who, although they 
are not prepared to subscribe to the confes- 
sion, are earnest Christian men. For years 
the seminary had a professor who was not 
a Presbyterian, for instance, Prof. Charies 
Augustus Briggs, who is an Episcopalian, 
and Prof. Arthur Cushman McGiffert, who is 
a Congregationalist. 

“It is true the seminary recently received 
gifts aggregating $240,000, but names of do- 
nors will not yet be made public. 

“ Finally, as to the report from Pittsburg, 
let me say, it seems to have been something 


‘which passed from mouth to ear several 


times before being given out, and in that way 
— garbied into its present misleading 
e ape.”’ 

One of the trustees, whose name was not 
made public, said a great lawyer, one who 
was earnestly against Dr. Briggs tn the 
heresy trial, had said to him recently: 

“ The trustees of Union Theological semi- 
nary never had the right to put the seminary 
under control of the Presbyterian general as- 
sembly. They exceeded their legal powers 
when they did so. They perverted the broad, 
generous intentions of the founders."’ 

Prominent theologians who are not mem- 
bers of the boart,.of trustees said they 
thought the most reasonable explanation of 
the action of the trustees was this: The Iib- 
erals are winning and making headway. 
They are so far advanced that Union semii- 
nary feels this is an auspicious time to rid 
itself of the Westminster confession. In this 
effort it is greatly alded by the fact that 
the confession is not part of the original 
charter of the institution. and the elimination 
of it. therefore, can be heralded as a return 
to first principles.”

“Tt is not to be wondered at that the peo-’

“The average justice strives to get the repu-

“if they had not been told we would reduce 
wages and lengthen the working day. We 
want it understood that this controversy is 
wholly over the ‘open shop.” Hours and 
wages will remain precisely the same as be- 
fore the men walked out.” 

The executive committee of the federation 
of labor will meet today to try to devise ways 
and means to aid the garment workers. Some 
plan is under consideration for inducing the 
tailors who are doing the work of the strikers 
to stop their labor. 


Boys Lose Qui 
The strike fever reached the thirty . 
ger boys of R. G. Dun & Co. They are em- 
ployed at the office on the thirteenth floor 
of the New York Life building, carrying re- 
ports, each messenger being assigned to a 
route. In the middle of the forenoon two 
discontented lads began preaching strike. 
They refused to take their bulletins, and the 
packages were handed to others. The latter 
were stopped at the street entrance of the 
building, and the whole farce quit. 
Manager Gallagher came down to see what 
the ble was. He was told the boys want- 
ed m pay or less work. Some of the mes- 
sengers, however, said they were satisfied 
and broke from the strikers’ ranks, The rest 
followed, and in a few minutes ye were at 
work at the old rate. 


Cattle Butchers Reported 1

In the accompanying table are THE TRIB-

Of the eleven men chusen, four are taken 
from the Chicago team, three from Michigan, 
three from Illinois, while Minnesota fur- 
Nishes the remaining man. With either 
Coach Yost or Coach Stagg in charge of this 
combination of players the result would be as 
perfect a machine as ever has been 
by western elevens. 

The west this year has developed players 
of the highest class for every position except 
center. There is an abundance of good ends, 
good halves, and good quarter backs. Three 
full backs stand out prominently, two of 
whom would be of caliber to play on any 
college team. There has been a sufficiency 
of good guards and tackles, leaving the 
pivotal position of the line the only position 
which is even sitightly weak. 


At Center. 

Of the different centers, Hazelwood has 
been doing the most consistently good work 
ef the year. The exclusion of Strathern on 
account of his ineligibility has taken the 
best center from the eleven. Second to 
Hazelwood, and only slightly inferior to 
him, are Remp of Wisconsin and Borg of 
Nebraska. The Illinois center, however, has 
been doing the best work of the three. In 
defensive work he has been found strong by 
every team that has played against the Illini 
this year. and on the offense his work. to- 
geteher with that of his teammate, Fuir- 
Weather, has been instrumental in helping 
the runner with the ball. Repeatedly in the 
Chicago and Northwestern contests he 
opened iarge holes through the opposing 
line. In passing the ball he has been uni- 
formiy accurate, never making a poor pass 
in any of the big games.

TROTTING MAGNATES TO MEET IN 
CHICAGO NEXT WEEK. 


Session of American Association Is Ex- 
pected to Preduce Vigorous Discus- 
of Proxy System of Voting—Idea 
i. ef Bringing About Change in Per- 
‘sonnel of Offictals Is Gause of Move- 
ment—No Better Method of Conduact- 
ing Harness Business Is Suggested. 


[BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

Negt week Tuesday there will be held In 
‘this city a turf congress of the American 
Trotting association, the principal feature of 
which is expected to bea vigorous discussion 
of the proxy system of voting, with the idea 
that by securing a change in that form of 
deciding questions a change in the personnel 
of the officials of the corporation can like- 
wise be effected. 

It is claimed by the opponents of the proxy 
system that ite principal effect is to place in 
the hands of a few men the power to elect 
themselves to office, and that under this plan 
of action the perpetuation of a régimethat has 


‘perhaps become vitally weak and ineffective 


, in many particulars is assured. This same 
contention was made two decades ago, before 
‘the American association was in existence, 
apd the man on whom the fight was mad» 
was Thomas J. Vail, secretary of the corpo- 
ration. It was charged that the National 
association had degenerated into a one man 
affair, and that by a skiliful use of the proxy 
system of voting Mr. Vail and one or two 
other people who were friendly to his schemes 
Tan the machine. 


Quiet Movement on Foot. 

This was true enough, and after a tremen- 
Gous amount of wire pulling, some of which 
Was not particularly creditable to those who 
engaged in it, the veteran secretary was 
ousted, and a man from the west took his 
piace, only to be succeeded in a few years 
by the present incumbent of the office, Mr. 
Gocher. In the meantime Maj. P. P. Johnson 
of Kentucky had been chosen president, and 
for the last few years his salary has been 
$2.000 per annum, while the secretary gets 
$3,500. The proxy system still reigned, how- 
ever, and a year ago there was qufetly put 
on foot a movement to bring about some 
needed reforms.in the management of the 
National association, the chief figures in the 
enterprise being prominent horse owners 
who were also interested in the ownership 
and management of tracks. 


Use Proxies as Weapons. 

They fought the devil with fireby unosten- 
tatiously securing a large number of proxies 
from tracks which were more or less dis- 
gruntied, and when it came to a show down 
‘at the congress last December they had tlw 
whip hand-of the ruling powers, with the re- 
Sult that those men came off their perches 
with a great show of affablility and proceed- 
ed to do just what the men who were after 
reform wanted of them. The net result was 
that, although the ruling spirits in the Na- 
tional association were permitted to retain 
their offices and the emoluments that went 


therewith, they went about their duties with 


a chastened spirit and an abiding desire to 
do the fair thing by all hands. 

As to the management of the American 
association there are differing opinions. Its 
ruling spirit, perhaps, is Mr. Ijams of Terre 
Haute, and there are some good reasons why 
he should and does occupy that position. 


Reasons for Ijams’ Leadership. 


Years ago, when there was a bitter fight 
on the part of western tracks and horse- 
men against the National association, Mr. 
Ijams was in the front rank of the men 
who made thatfight. I happen to know that, 
ir the matter of a secretary for the new or- 
ganization. for instance, Mr. Ijams personal- 
ly guaranteed for a period of five years—no 
matter what happened in the meantime—the 
‘Salary of J. H. Steiner, who was wanted

At his death Mr. Caton pur- 
chased Highwood. and subsequently took on 
Red Heart, coatinuing his breeding opera- 
tions with these horses until his retirement 
three years ago. Both stallions developed 
creditable speed, and their get could trot 
Not alone as a horseman, but in every walk 
of life, Mr. Caton was a bigh class man— 
ene of the sort by which standards are 
made, and his personality was such that he 
made friends in all walks of life.

More Concerning Trainer Geers. 


An eastern man who is prominent. on the 
trotting turf writes me as follows: “I 
notice that you allude to the fact that dur- 
ing the season just closed Geers put four 
trotters into the 2:10 list, and properly call 
attention to it as showing what a high class 
trainer the Tennesseean is. 

* But to my mind the interesting part of 
the feat performed by Geers lies in the fact 
that the four trotters to which he gave rec- 
ords better than 2:10 during one campaign 
are as different in gait, disposition,.and 
other characteristics as a quartet of horses 
could well be. The trotters marked by Geers 
are: George G., 2:06%4; Stanley Dillon, 2:07%; 
Alexander, 2:00%; and John Mac, 2:00%. 
George G. is a highly organized horse of 
beautiful action, but with a lot of faults 
charged up to him when he came into the 
Geers barn. He goes best if allowed to get 
off with the track, and ‘clean himself,’ as 
horsemen say of trotters which are not par- 
tial to company. He had shown a mile just 
under 2:08 before Geers took him in hand. 
and it was the great reinsman’s idea to keep 
him over for another season so that he could 
be taughtafewthings. Asit was, Geers was 
obliged to do the best he could with a horse 
that needed a lot of drilling which could 
not be given him, and what he accomplished 
under those conditions was wonderful. 


Stanley Dillon’s Peculiarities. 


“ To my mind Stanley Dillon is just the op- 
posite of George G. Hel ie ai coarse made 
gelding with an unusually large bélly, and 
at no point is he good looking or the picture 
of a race horse. Moreover, he ‘ takes on’ in 
hot weather about as much as any trotter you 
ever saw, and can perspire easier and more 
profusely than any horse I ever looked at. 
Neither is he the best gaited one in the world. 
and yet with all these handicaps Geers won 
six of the first seven races in which Stanley 
Dilion started, most of them stakes, and, but 
for an accident at Hartford which put the 
horse on the ailing list for the rest of the 
season and made ik impossible for him to do 
himself justice when he did start, Stanley 
Dillon would have been one of the largeSt 
money winning trotters of the year. 

“ Alexander was a hard horse to train if 
ever there was one. He isin my eye the pic- 
ture of a high class racehorse, yet not an 
easy proposition in thetraining line. If left 
in Geers’ hands I think he will be the best 
horse in the 2:10 class next year, and will 
show 2:07 or better. 


Advantage of Early Season. 


John Mac, the last of the four marked 
better than 2:10 by Geers, was a fast 3 year 
old in 1902, and I am not sure he has any 
more step now than then, when Prof. Milam 
drove him. What John Mac Wanted was not 
mone speed but a high clase driver, and his 
2:10 performance is nothing like the credit 
to Geers that the work of the other three 
horses mentioned is. 

“And while we are all throwing up our 
hats for Geers, who deserves every word of 
praise he gets, don’t forget that his horses 
have the advantage of wintering at Memphis, 
where they can be stepped right up to their 
clip in April and May—at which time the 
northern horses are merely taking jog work. 
The man who fits a stable in the south can 
find out all about his horses in time to discard 
them or perhaps remedy the evils before the 
northern trainer has had a chance to open up 
his candidates and find out what they can

Bridge should not be played without a 
stake, even by beginners; on the other hand 
there are many reasons why a stake should 
not be high. In cutting for partners, one who 
never draws a pobrer partner than himself 
obviously should not play for a large sum. 
All players, except the worst, must occasion- 
ally have partners either of less experience 
or less ability than themselves, and one- 
fourth of the time remain idle and watch 
games and perhaps rubbers thrown away 
by the bad play or poor declarations of part- 
ners. 

There has never been a game in which 
mannerisms were of so much importance as 
at bridge.

The origi- 
na] leader in many hands is in honor bound to 
make up his mind before the declaration 
whether he will double spades, this being a 
question which he has to decide so frequent- 
ly. When the leader, after a long study, asks 
pone if he may play, pone has no moral right 
to double, even if his hand would warrant 
it without the information given by his part- 
ner’s manner. It is not enough thata player 
does not intend to give such information by 
his manner; it Is his duty, first, to know 
whether he has any objectionable manner-

informations. He asks them to group to- 
gether these informations and transmit them 
.to the ministers concerned. He tells them 
they should seek for them from officials of 
every class, and also from persons whose 
past record and devotion to the republic ren- 
der them worthy to be chosen as correspond- 


ents. 
Storm of Opposition. 

The circular could not fail to pass unno- 
ticed. The progressist opposition on the one 
hand and two members of the Waldeck- 
Rousseau cabinet, MM. Leygues and Mil- 
lerand, on the other, at once demanded per~ 


mission to interpellate the premier. They 
even assert in their démand for an inter- 
peliation that the circular reveals an official 
organization for espionage upon citizens of 
the republic. 

This evidently is an exaggeration. All 
governments have imitated more or less the 
celebrated society of the Jacobina, which 
had correspondents in all communes during 
the revolution. All sought information from 
their friends, not merely from officials, who 
generally were badly informed. To wish to 
deprive them of those correspondents is to 
wish to hinder them from governing. 


Information Is Necessary. | 
Besides, it would seem that the evil does not 
consist of collecting and arranging” papers 
containing information about the private 
life and acts of citizens, but in trusting 
blindly to information furnished by in- 
feriors. The duty of government is not to 
ignore but to exerciee control, and only ac- 
cept evidence given“with the privilege of 
specification.

BERLIN, Noy. 15.—The municipal laws of 
Berlin are as numerous as the sands of the 
sea. There Ws a law for everything and 
everything has its law, but not like in Amer 
ica, as soon as made relegated to oblivion. 

They are enforced here, to the uttermost 
degree, and aa the ruler over all is a good 
deal of an autocrat, those wihio execute the 
laws have no leeway and must fulfill to the 
letter. In consequence, there are times 
when the laws seem most unjust. 

A case in point was the bringing of a suit 
against a father, whose child had fallen on 
the live rail of the underground electric road 
and was killed. 

Had this occurred in England or America 
the father would have sued the company for 
heavy damages. The German public prose- 
cutor, however, instituted proceedings 
against the man for “ contributory negii- 
gence” in allowing his son to fall on th@ 
track. 

Foot Passengers Beware. 

The right of way in the street is always 
claimed and upheld by the driver of a team. 
Foot passengers must choose their way 
carefully or else be run down; there is no 
slacking up, and ohe takes his life in his 
hands in crowded street crossings. 

While the police are \wonderfully efficient 
and a splendid looking body of men, they 


are evidently not instructed to guide pedes- 


trians at the crossings, but will show every.. 
courtesy in many other ways. Should ons 
be knocked down or run over the offender 
goes promptly on his way rejoicing, appar- 
ently. There is no delay in traffic, but the 
one who is perhaps injured is again sued for 
negligence. 

One can scarcely imagine to what resulta 
such laws would lead if put into effect in 


America, where corporations now have such » 


advantages over the individual. In fact, it 
is useless to make comparisons. German 
laws could not be made operative in America, 


Hours for Piano Playing.

server could easily conclude the inhabitants 
had gone mugic mad. But the law steps in 
and saves reputations by decreeing no play- 
ing or practicing before 8 in the morning or 
after 10 at night, and silence must be ob« 
served between 2 and 4, so that the somnolent 
one may enjoy his siesta. 

There are laws made and strictly enforced. 
that bear wholly upon the auslander. The’ 
student body of Berlin is enormous—there 
are 6,000 alone matriculated in the university, 
5,000 more who are classed as zsuhérere— 
merely listeners—who attend special courses 
of lectures and are not otherwise identified 
with the university. While a large number 
of these are Germans, still a fair percentage 
are foreigners. Added to this definite num- 
ber, there is the large musical community, of 
which there is no way of securing even az 
estimate of their numbers. But about every 
foreigner, when asked what brings him here, 
replies “ for music study.” 


Laws for Special Classes. 

So here was an opportunity to enact a few. 
laws for a special class. 

Students, as a whole, are not self-support- 
ing, therefore cannot be readily taxed, but’ 
when parents accompany them, or any one 
of independent income can be found, then is 
the time to acquire some compensation for 
allowing so many foreigners to sit under the 
kaiser’s lindens and enjoy the rare German 
sunshine. 

The custom of police registration is univer- 
sal in Europe. This is of sighal advantage 
many times to the Individual, often assisting 
to locate people or to trace them for various 
reasons. Recently a young American, tray- 
eling in Europe, knew that certain relatives 
were to be in a city at a certain date, but wae 
unacquainted with their address. He sought 
in vain at.the various hotels, and finally went 
to police headquarters and located them 
without difficulty at a private pension. 

As soon as a change of residence is made, 
either by a native or a foreigner, an officer 
immediately appears. Your name, previous 
and present address, is taken, and in the. 
case of a foreigner, your home address. The 
hotel or boarding house proprietor is obliged 
to report your presence. 

Many Annoying Questions. 

If you intend to remain any length of time 
a formidable list of questions is submitted, 
and sometimes it is required that you report : 
in person at police headquarters. 

To one accustomed to a free and inde- 
pendent country, there one’s business is en» 
tirely his own, these questions appear im- 
pertinent. 

To go into one’s genealogy, the number, 
age, amt gender of the members of one’s fam- 
ily, of what one’s grandparents died, relig- 
lous bebief—these are only some of the per- 
gona! questions to be answered. But the 
true inwardness is grasped when you are 
asked where you pay your taxes, what is 
your income, and from what source is it de- 
rived. 

When the foreigner acknowledges he is 
paying taxes at home and then to be taxed 
for the privilege of living here, paying for 
all one recefves with the exception of the 
aforesald light and air, it naturally arouses 
rebellion and evasion follows, if it is possible. 

The only successful method is to move out 
of town for 4 few days, at the expiration of 
three montha, when the tax is levied, at the 
cost, however, of being obliged? to. ga through 
this same ordeal as at first, for one fs then 
treated as a new resident. It ip the same 
when one moves from one house to another. 

What is done with the innumerable du- 
plicate lists and all these records remains @ 
mystery. It would hardiy that the 
come derived from the tax would compensate 
for the large clerica! force required and the 
volumes consumed in bookkeeping.

It is understood that when the 
time comes for her husband to succeed to the 
throne of Roumania both he and she will join. 
the national church, that is to say, the ortho- 
dox rite, with a view of strengthening their 
hold upon the loyalty and good will of their 
subjects. 


Ripon Sensation Recalled. 


If the conversion of the marquis of Ripon 
caused so great a stir two or three decades 
ago it was less on account of his rank as a 
statesman than by reason of the fact that it 
was accompanied by his surrender of the 
office of grand master of the order of free- 
masons in England on religious grounds, and 
attention for the first time on 
the part of the English people at large to the 
antagonistic attitude of the Roman Catholic 


church towards the craft, which on the éon- 


tinent of Europe is almost everywhere bit- 
terly anti-clerical, and in France atheistic. 
That the step taken by Lord Ripon in no way 
impaired the esteem in which he was held 
by his sovereign and by his countrymen ‘is 
best shown by the fact that he subsequenuy 
was intrusted with the offices of viceroy of 
India, of first lord of the admiralty, and of 
secretary of state for the colonies. The im- 
portance accorded to the conversion. of the 
late marquis of Bute to Rome about the same 
time was attributable less to the fact that he 
was one of the principa] landowners of the 
united kingdom or to the grandeur of his gifts 
to the church which he joined than to the 
circymstance of his being portrayed by Lord 
as the hero of his popular novel, 
Lothair.” 


Jews Who Became Catholics. 


Among other changes of religion worthy of 
note have been those of two women of the 
house of Rothschild who abandoned Judaism 
for Roman Catholicism on becoming the 
wives of the French duke of Gramont and 
prince of Wagram, respectively. Mgr. Bauer, 
the well known spiritual adviser of Empress 
Eugénie at the court of the Tuileries, and 
who presided at the Catholic ceremonies at 
the inauguration of the Suez canal, began life 
as a Jew, and, after the fall of the Napoleon- 
ic empire, resigned his prelacy of the church 
of Rome and reverted to the faith of his 
fathers, in which he died. Sir William Pal- 
grave, the well known English diplomat, 
traveler, and explorer, was in turn a member 
of the Church of England, a Roman Catholic 
monk in India, a priest of the order of the 
Jesuits, a devout Mohammedan, and an en- 
thusiastic ddhist, without these changes 
of faith impairing in any degree his useful- 
ness as a servant of the British crown. 

The present Lord Mexborough is a pro- 
fessing Buddhist, which does not prevent him 
from voting in the house of lords on questions 
affecting the welfare of the Church of Eng- 
land, while the late Lord Stanley of Alderley, 
who served in many climes as a member of 
the diplomatic service of the crown, and who 
as patron of no less than four livings of the 
Church of England, possessed by right of 
descent the prerogatives of selecting the rec- 
tors of four large and populous English 
parishes, being responsible, therefore, for 
‘%the spiritua] welfare of the Inhabitants of 
latter, died- a few months ago as a 
strict Mohammedan, and was buried in Erig- 
land, not according to Christien rites, but in 
accordancé with those of Islam. Ps

CANADA’S TARIFF — 
LAW 1S DELAYED, | 
Cabinet Calls Parliament Too 
Soon for Ministers to - 
Make Their Report. | 


NO CHANGE BEFORE 1906. 


Lord Minto in Leaving Dominion 
Holds Train an Hour to Re- — 3 
cover Baggage. 


Ottawa, Canada, Nov. 24.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.}~The decision of the cabi- 
net to call parliament for the second week 
of January means another year and more of 
the present three tariff system. The time is 
too short for the committee.of ministers: who 
are to frame the new fiscal scheme to com- 
plete its investigation’ and submit the results 
to the cabinet for final action before the ses- 


sion: ‘Americans having financial and busi- |. 


ness interests in Canada, therefore, may 


iff matters remaining practically - undis- 
turbed until the parliamentary session of 
1906. 


Some slight revision may be made, a little 
increase here and a little decreaze there, to 
meet. changing conditions, but nothing 
fur her that will affect American interests. 
The woolen manufacturers are pressing hard 
for some temporary measure of relief, but 
without much prospect of success, and in the 
unlikely event of the tariff on imported wool- 
ens "being raised immediately to at least 35 
per cent, as they demand, the effect would 
be felt by the British, not by United States 
manufacturers. 


Wool Man Prefers United States. 


Under the British preference tariff many 
kinds-of woolen goods:are brought into Can- 
ada and sold at prices below those at whith 
they can be’turned out at the Canadian 
mills, so the Canadian manufacturers claim. 
American made goods do not. come into 
competition with this class of imports at all. 
The government is disposed to.question the 
claim. of the Canadian manufacturers. The 
matter has been looked into at varius times 
and ‘the evidénce’ seems to show the’Cana- 
dian mills generally are not. equipped with 
machinery fit to compete with the British 
mills or to manufacture similar quantities 
of goods. . 

In the meantime’ it is asserted’ that the 
stock of most of the woolen mills in Canada 
can be bought at about 25 cents on the 
dollar. 

Value of Three-Tariff Plan. 

In present tariff reforms the door is left 
open for considerable changes if neces- 
sary in the British preference. In Mr. Field- | 
ing’s definition of the course the government 
might adopt, he said: 

‘Under our present system our British 
preference is one-third off everything, and 
there may be cases in which that works an- 
equally. There may be cases in which we 
could afford the one-third off. There may be 
cases in which we. can afford more than 
third off. There would consequently be more 
advantage to us:in' Having in. our tariff col- 
umns @ maximum general tariff, a minimum 
general tariff, and a.preferential tariff, with 
each individual item stating in each case 
what the preference should be and what the 
difference is to be.” - S#s eae

The people of this country canmot ac- 
cept Sir Bdward Clarke's word: of 
“Usonians” as descriptive of themselves. 
They do not mind his adopting it if he 
chooses, as the title of a new brand of cham- 
pagne, There will possibly be peculiar pro- 
priety ip such a christening.

Religion stands on tiptee in our land, 
Ready te pass to the American strand. 


Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, in a speech at 
the dinner of the Sons of the Revolution in 
New York Friday, sald: “The term 
America was always used by the Pnglish 
parliament before the war ef independence 
in reference to this country whenever it 
was officially considered or referred to by 
that body. It was the thirteen c that 
were always designated as ‘ America,‘ and 
in the days before the revolution the peo- 
ple of the colonies were called ‘ Americans.’ 
Even in the treaty of peace with George 
ITI. the colonies were officially described as 
* Ameriea,’ and only recently Edward VIL., 
in toasting the officers of the American 
fleet, called them ‘ Americans.’ ” 

In a speech which Is familiar to all school 
boys Lord Chatham is reported as saying 
“if I were an American, as I am an Eng- 
lishman, I never would lay dewn my arms.” 

Patrick Henry said, “] am not a Vir- 
ginian, but an American.” Daniel Webster 
said, “I was born an American, I will live 
“an American, and I shall die an Ameri- 
“ can.” 

Our national anthem is called “‘ America,” 
and popular songs are often spoken of as 
being sung to the tune of “ America.” 

The English people themselves are chiefly 
responsible for the use abroad of the word 
“ American” as applied to citizens of the 
United States. London is vociferous with 
signs proclaiming to the traveler or way- 
farer that American shoes, American 
drinks, American fruits, and a hundred arti- 
cles produced in this country can be obtained 
in the shops of London. There is even an 
American “ quick-lunch’” counter in the 
Strand. The American flag is exhibited 
everywhere in England, frequently upside

Specifically there 
are South Americans, Mexicans, Brazilians, 
Canadians, and various other classes of peo- 
ple, but there ere no unmodified “ Ameri- 
cans” except the people of this great and 
glorious country.

Clarke himeelf. When, therefore, he sug- 
gests that we should coin a new word to 
describe ourselves by, we are forced te the 
conclusion either that he was inspired to a 
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flighty good-natured raillery by the unusual 


- excellence of the champagne he had drunk 


at dinner, or that the champagne being bad 
he had fallen into a meod of despondency 
for which he cannot strictly 
sible. 


WEAT WILL MR. BRUNDAGE DO! 

Mr. Foreman has done his best. He be- 
Hieves, as a citizen and as president of the 
board of Cook county commissioners, that 
the doctors at the county hospita! should be 
chosen by merit and not by influence. He 
induced the board to believe so, too—for a 
few moments. Why did the board go back? 
Why did it allow arrangements to be made 
for the examinations and then resolve that 
it had been mistaken? 

The reason might as well be put down in 
black and white. The politicians who wil) 
be influential with the next county board 
and who*have many friends on the present 
board are spreading the following argument: 

When Mr. Foreman became president of 
the board there was no civil service law for 
county hospital doctors. Mr. Foreman, 
‘therefore, and his friends were able to make 
such appointments to the hespita) as they 
| caw fit, and were able to reward politica] 
services rendered to them. It is not fair, it 
is argued, that Mt. Foreman, on the eve of 
retiring from office, should make it impos- 
sible for his successor to enjoy a similar pre- 
rogative. 

This is an argument which will not appeal 
to the patients In the hospital. It means 
that because Mr. Foreman was free, if he 
so chosé, to neglect their interests; Mr. 
Brundage must be equally free to do so. It 
means that the spoils systems must be cop- 
tinued beeause the officials of the future 
have net yet had their share of them. 

Asa matter of fact, Mr. Foreman’s record 
has been one of consistent leyalty to civil 
service. The reforms instituted at Dunning 
have entitled him to be ranked among the 
greatest administrators in our local history. 
If his plans for bringing the county hospital 
dectors under civil service rules were not 
consummated. til) near the end of his term 
his labors in other directions have been ardu- 
ous and comprehensive enough to provide 
the public with an intelligible explanation. 
It is not possible to do everything at the 
beginning of a term, Some things are bound 
to be delayed till toward the end. 

But even if Mr. Foreman, had been ani- 
mated by a vindictive desire to deprive his 
successor of the opportunity to appoint his 
friends to positions on the hospital staff the 
public would becalm, The accurate division 
of the hospital appointments between riva! 
politicians is not what the public is just 
now concérned with. The poiat of the mat- 
ter is not Mr. Foreman’s motive. The point 
is civil service. Do we get it or don’t we? 

Because of political influence the number 
of doctors in the county hospital has reached 
179. The number of doctors needed (and 
the number contemplated under the exami- 


claim that an examination would not reveal 
the character and practical skill of the ap- 


nation system) is about sixty-four. The 


plicants disappears when It is remembered 
that an examination can be made to include 
a man's persona] recerd and bis bedside 
practice. It is by no means entirely a mat- 
ter.of paper and ink. The real issue here is 
between appointments made simply by 
political recommendation and appointments 
made under some system by which profes 
sional merit is scrutinize€ through the 
agency of a public board of examiners.

Opposed to’ Dr. Wylie’s statement is the 
“senatorial courtesy” which, because of 
the disaffection of adn extremely small 
minority of senaters, may prevent the upper 
house of our national legislature from pass- 
ing @ pure food law at the coming seasion. 

The house passed a pure food bill at the 
last session. It. is committed to a policy 
of national control. If the senate can now 
be induced to concur the United States will 
cease to be the only civilized country in 
the world in which there is no national! law 
for the protection of its inhabitants from 
poisonous adulterations. 

The investigations of the bureau of chem- 
istry have revealed the presence of such 
adulterations in an appallingly large num- 
ber ef foods and drinks. The manufac 
turer who sells his preduets in the state in 
which they are prepared fs to a certain ex- 
tent checked hy state laws. But these laws 
ef course are inapplicable te interstate 
commerce. The manufacturer who adulter- 
ates in one state and sells in another is to 
all Intenta and purposes checked only by 
his own conscience. ._The torpidity of that 
organ.was discovered when the bureau of 
chemistry made ite diagnosis. — 

Out of ferty-four samples of sausage 
thirty-nine contained borie acid. Out of 250 
samples of confectionery 218 contained or- 
ganic coloring materials, Out of forty 
samples ef beer eleven contained artificial 
preservatives. Out of 117 samples of canned 
eorn fifty-nine contained preservatives and 
twenty-five contained sulphitea. And se op 
threugh a long list in which all the pre- 
servatives and adulterants mentioned are 
“injurious to health.” 

The number ef senators who object to the 
bill en its merits Is small, If a vote is ever 
taken the bill will pass. But a vote may 
never be taken. ‘The objections of a few 
senators may keep the bil] in committee for 
good. The need of the moment therefore 
is agitation. There must be so much talk 
outside the senate that the feeling of the 
country will be understeod. Senatorial 
courtesy will have to be overcome by pop- 
ular discourtesy. Resolutions by commer- 
cial. bodies, speeches before clubs, letters to 
— and newspaper articles will all 
help. 


OLARK CARR'S NEW BOOK 

“The Swiss Family Robinson,” a book 
which was once a great favorite with chil- 
dren, tells the story of some people ship- 
wrecked on am uninhabited island. It was 
the upexampled good fortune of the cast- 
aways to discover on their island about 
everything they needed the day after they 
felt the want of it. No other shipwrecked 
people ever had snch luck, nor did it happep 
to any boy in Illinois im the early '50s, ex- 


to meet a multitude of the people then promi- 
nent or afterwards to become so, and in some 
cases to hold familiar intercourse with them. 
Most persons can boast of having seen [n 
youth only one or two great men, Mr. Carr 
was fortunate to be able to carry away with 
him from Chicago, after a few days’ so- 
journ, vivid recollections of John Went- 
worth, Norman B. Judd, B. C. Larned, 
James H. McVicker, Dr, Dyer, J. Y. Scam- 
mon, William B. Ogden, and “ Horse” 
Eddy. Not long thereafter the fortunate 
boy met in ewift succession Douglas, Lin- 
coln, Swett, Browning, John Hay, his 
uncle, Milton Ulysses Grant, and ether well 
known men. : 

Mr. Carr’s memory must have played him 
false as to Grant, who was on the west coast 
and not in Illinoisin 1853. But Grant onght 
to have been in Illineis when he was not, so 
that he might truly be put ip the collection 
of Mr. Carr’s youthful reminiscences. 

As Mr. Oarr grew older and became 2 
part of what he saw his recollections become 
more accurate, if not so interesting. He 
was present at a great massmeeting at 
Princeton in the Fremont campaign, where 
Owen Lovejoy, Lincoln, and Joe Knox, 
| who was once state's attorney for this coun- 
ty, spoke. He says: “I was not particv- 
larly impressed by Lincotn's speech. [t was 
a logical lawyer’s argument, but had none 
of the fire and force that are expected in a 
politieal speech. I was much more tm- 
pressed by the speeches of Levejoy and 
Ifnox than by that ef Mr. Lineeln.” This 
is an admiasion that Lincoln’s speeches did 
not greatly attract many of his hearers, who 
were accustomed to the spread eagle, hifa)u- 
tin’, soaring oratory of the west, which did 
not pay close attention to logic, but was 
given to verba) fireworks. Thus Gov. Yates 
said in his inaugural address of January, 
1861, as quoted by Mr. Carr: “" 

On the question of the union of these states, al! 
our people will be a unit. The foot of the traitor 
hae never yet blasted the green sward of Ilinois. 
Ali the running waters of the nerthwest are waters 
of freedem and union, and. come what will, as they 
glide to the great gulf they wil! ever, by the ordi- 
nance of i787, amé by the higher ordinance of 
Almighty God, bear only free men and free trade 
upon their besoms, or their channels will be filled 
commingled blood of traiters, cowards, and 

This is a specimen of the good old style. 
Mr. Lincoln two and a half years later safd 
briefly: “The signs teok better. The 
Father of Waters again goes unvexed to the 
sea. Thanks to the great northwest for it.” 

Mr. Oarr heard the one speech made by 
| Lincoln in the campaign of 1860. As re 
ported by the democratic papers, which 
scorned it and spoke of it derisively as“ the 
greatest speech Abe ever mede” and “ sn- 
preme effort of his lite," it ran: “My 
friends, I'm glad to see you. You've come 
to see me, and I’ve come to see you, . ’m 
glad to gee you and I hope you're giad to 
see me.” According to Mr: Carr “he did 
net speak five minutes, but he made the 
supreme effort of his life—at saying noth- 
ing. He simply expressed his thanks to his 
friends for coming to see him, and told them 
how glad he was to see them.” He set a 
mode! Judge Parker did not copy.

THE WAR IN THE ORIENT. 

The armies of Kouropatkin and Oyama 
are facing one another on the Shakhe river, 
where they have been stationary for a 
month. There are occasional! reports from 
Russian sources of Japanese setbacks and 
repuises, at various points, but the Japa- 
nese are silent as to their doings and their 
intentions. 

All that ts positively known is that both 
armies are receiving reinforcements. Since 
the completion of the missing link in the 
Siberian railroad around Lake Baikal the 
Russians are able to send men to the front 
with greater rapidity and in larger sum- 
bers. Both armies are using the spade in- 
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of elaborate and 
works, 

It is winter in northern Manchuria, and 
the difficulties in the way of a forward 
movement when the forces are so nearly 
equal as they are appear to be insuperabie. 
Snew and frost are dangerous enemies to 


| affront. It seems as if both armies had 


resolved to stay where they are during the 
winter. What their loises from disease and 
cold will be during the season may become 
known next spring. Assurediy they will 
be heavy. ° 

It is reported that Gen. Nogi’s army has 
been ordered to make a genera! assault on 
Port Arthur, and take the fortifications at 
any cost. The execution of the last part of 
the program may be resisted successfully by 
Gen. Stoessel, who has showed himself to 
be like Gen. Grant, ab obstinate man. It is 
certain that the Japanese bave made de- 
cided progress since they abandoned the as- 
saults, which cost them so many lives, and 
teek to sapping and mining. They have bur- 
rowed their way until, if they have not actu- 
ally taken the forts on Rihlung, Songshu, 
and Bast Keekwan mountains, they wil) de 
so soon. Then the Russians will be driven 
eut of Port Arthur itself and have to falk 
back to the forts on the heights south of 
the harbor and make their last stand there, 

It is easy to understand why the Japanese 
wish to settle the Port Arthur matter. In 
the first place its capture will release sol- 
diers for service in northern Manchuria. In 
the next place the Russian fleet is moving 
eastward. 

Late last week that section of the fleet 
which is taking the Red sea route began 
passing through the Suez canal. That route 
will also be followed by the division made 
up of cruisers and torpedo boat destroyers, 
which was the last to leave the Baltic. It 
will be in the North sea soon. 

The battleships under the immediate com- 

mand of Admiral Rojestvensky, which 
stopped ten days ago at Dakar, Oape Verde, 
to coal, are on their way down the African 
coast, and if they give the preference to 
French ports for coaling purposes the next 
report concerning them may come from 
Leango, in French Congo. Colliers are 
awaiting them at Madagascar, another 
French possession, and possibly they will 
proceed there from Loango without stop- 
ping. It is rumored that Diego Suarez bay 
in Madagascar is where the different sec- 
tions of the fleet will unite and prepare for 
the last stage of the journey, 

When Port Arthur falls Admiral Togo 
will be relieved from blockade duty, which 
cannot be abandoned. It will be possible 
then for him to go out to meet the Russians 
—to go as far as Formosa perhaps. Until 
the siege ends he will be kept in Corea bay. 
The plan of the Japanese nava] campaign 
hinges on the operations at Port Arthur.

They, Teo, war between Japan and Rus- 
Ave Herees. gia the impression gained 
ground that the greater 

share of the valor was with the little Jap. In 
the edmiration expressed for his courage and 
devotion to country the Russian soidier was 
forgotten.

HERE are four things one can do with 

a kernel of wheat. It can be ground

To rid our young men of provincialism, I would have every young 
man of the north educated in the south, and every young man of the south 
ucated in the north. I would have every young man of the west educated 
the east, and, although it is manifestly impossibic to carfy out the 
matter to its conclusion, every young man of the east educated mm the west. 
The man who travels across the continent in an 
express train does not see the country or know it. 
He must feel the people, feel the community, feel the Poms 
country to know it, and your so-called traveled man far 
has his erudition largely on the surface. I must look 
at a map of the United States every week to feel 
sure that the Mississippi river is in the middie of the 
country. That may arise from the fact that I have 
only crossed it twice, and it seems to me so far away 
it is almost impossible to believe the Pacific is quite 


We today are in the position of arriving, and we & 
will arrive all the sooner and will do our work better’ 
when we are free from that provincialism which 
now mars us.

Civilization Precedes Growth of Population. 


AR from being an initial cause, a ‘motor of social 
evolution, the progress of population is néver any- 
thing but an effect thereof. ; 

If, after having become dense at a certain point 
in consequence of agricultural or industrial prog- 
ress, of technical or scientific discoveries, which 
double or increase tenfold alimentary or other re- 
sources, population occasionally in its turn be- 
comes a cause for fresh progress by reason of its 
density, it is a secondary phenomenon, consecutive 
and not constant. 

In China population has become extremely 
dense, yet civilization is not progressive in the least. 
In Norway population has remained exceedingly 


higher.

~times quite as great as in modern times. 


throughout. It does sat progress; it remains a hereditary hontress and 


savage. On the same territory later immigrants from Europe commenced 


to live in a state of dispersion, as in the far west today. Nothing serves 
_to hinder these giants in enriching themselves and in civilizing themselves. 
‘Cities, the foundations for density of population, did not come watil after- 
ward and as a necessary consequence of the mental state of the scattered 
population, of its acquirements, of its laws, of its institutions imported 
from Burope. 

At the present day the United States is one of the mations of the 


world where density, of population fe the fecblest, and ft ts one of the ’ 


highest places in the scale of civilizatian. 
In the middle ages at certain epochs the density of population was at 
In spite of the density of popula- 
‘tion, of urban concentration, witness those ages as conspicuous instances 
of barbarity and insecurity. 
Never in our times has the urban agglomeration been 80 ‘complete or 
so dense as during the hundred years war, the most calamitous epoch in 


our history, when there was no population living in the rural districts, 
when all classes, the farmers themselves, lived gathered together in the 
narrow confines of the walls of a town or a small city. 

It is true that if there had not been small cities or towns there would 
be no large cities. London had 15,000 souls, There was infinitely less 
difference between the size of the diverse cities of the thirteenth century 
than there is at present. But what significance attaches to that? It sig- 
nifies psychological or interpsychological causes, religious causes, scien- 
tific, esthetic, moral causes, 

If discoveries pertaining to means of rapid communication had not 
taken place in the nineteenth century we would not have seen such colos- 
sal cities rise. Do not cite Babylon as a contradiction to this statement. 
Nothing is less comparable than that grand and immense village with 
our European or American cities. It was rather a city of Chinese sort. 

If we should wish to urdertake.the work of demonstrating as a social 
Nestor he biclogical genetic propensity in the progress of civilization we 
must place ourselves at the beginnings of social evolution. 


What happens when a sava; > or barbarous tribe, 
such as still inhabits the Caucasus districts of Bu- 
rope, produces more children than it can nourish, 
because of its ignorance of agricuiture and industry? 
Is it because of the sole fact of its multiplicity; its 
biological expansion continuing every day, or, often- 
er, the agricultural or industrial progress which per- 
mite this ever increasing numbe: of mouths always 
to find nourishment? No. The e>cess of population 
emigrates, the tribe stagnates, that is all. 

The increase alone tends simply to impoverish 
the population, to render yet more miserable the 
social condition of the tribe fertile m children— 
namely: Sterile in ideas. It is this which happens 
in the lowest strata of our Buropean populations. -

The individual unit of the body is a microscopic structure we term a 
“cell.” It may truly be said that the’ whole body to start with originates 
from a single cell, the diameter of which is about the one hundred and 
In the building of the body out of this single 
cell the mind, intent upon discovering the wonders of nature, may find

When we come to consider the formation of the body thus built, we 


find the cell constitution meeting us at every turn. In the first instance,

the “ bone sheath” are responsible for the nourishment and also fer the 
growth of the bone and for its repair when it happens to be injured. All 
of these cells may be regarded as the veritable workmen of the body, each 
set being engaged in its own special labor of manufacturing, from the 
common raw material represented by the blood, substances or fluids neces- 
sary for the carrying out of the bodily functions. 

More extraordinary still is the work of these cells, which live In our 
blood and which are known as white blood corpuscles. They have the 
duty of attacking disease germs tvhich gain admittance to our bodies, and 
of destroying them. They constitute thus a veritable sanitary police force, 
ever on the alert to arrest intruders.

This fact is the source of greatest’ em- 
barrassment to the two young scientists. 


“We don’t mind especially the publicity of 


our position; they say, “except when the

Introduced by Spaniards. 
In all these figures of the stock farms and

They were introduced into Mexico by the 
Spaniards early in te sixteenth century. 
Wrom Mexico these cattle spread over the 


» @ountry east of the Rio Grande, becoming 


im later years the “Texas cattle,”’ repre- 
sentative of horns rather than of steaks and 
Fjorida and Virginia 
received some of these Spanish cattle in 1610. 
Later, England, Holland, and Denmark sent 
eattie into the New England colonies, and 
from these most of the present neat cattle 
im the country are descended. The importa- 
tions of the English cattle, however, so out- 
numbered the others from northern Europes 
that only the English and the Spanish cat- 
tie, respectively in the north and the south, 
have been traced. 

In 1816 Kentucky led in the movement for 
a better grade of cattle, and imported into 
that territory some of the famous Short- 
horns, or Durhams, of old Engiand. The New 
Engiand co previously had introduced 
Devons, Herefords, Shorthorns, Polled, Gal- 
loways, anda few Alderneys, but few of these 
investments proved of practical worth when 
the country firet took up the question of bet- 


_ ter cattle; as did Kentucky. Today the Ken- 


tucky importations have given to this coun- 
try more pure blood and grade Shorthorns 


Best Beef. 
The Kentucky experiment with the Here- 


‘fords was not satisfactory. New York took 


them up in 1840 and the experiment took 
with the farmers. Since then this breed 
has shown qualities that eminently fit them 
for range cettle. With the ability to travel 
easily and well, and having all the qualifi- 
¢atione for beef, they are especially adapted 
to the dry country where it nray be necessary 


_ fer them to travel miles for water. 


The shorthorn is not only ean excellent 


range apimal, but is also well adaptedto the . 


small farm where its value for beef and for 
dairy purposes is fully appreciated. 

The polled Angus or Aberdeen cattle were 
imported in 1870 and soon rivaled the Here- 
fords and shorthorns for beef purposes, and, 
with the Galloways, a rugged Scotch breed 
that has made a remarkable recent advance 
as prime beef cattle, are especially popular 
in the north central states. 

| Grade Improves in West. 
Considering the cattle interests in the whole 

country, it is especially interesting to ob- 
serve how in certain sections the value of 
pure breeds and better grading is appreci- 
ated, or lost altogether. In the west, in gen- 
eral, the cattle are of decidedly better grades 
than elsewhere in the country. In the range 
sections, Wyoming, for instance, has an aver- 


_ Age value of $69,12 placed upon its bulls, the 


highest average; Colorado Ils second witb 
bulle at $65.26, while Montana is next with 
@ value of $53.97 a head. These figures are 
striking compared with the average of $34.40 
for the whole country and the $15.26 average 
for the south Atlantic states. Georgia is said 
to show the least regard of any state for the 
grading of its cattle, the bulls averaging 
$9.25 a head, and the quality of its cattle 
decreasing instead of improving. Mgny parts 
of Texas have made remarkable advances 
in improved cattle breeding. 

The census figures for the cattle on farms 
and ranges on June 1, 1900, are colossal, 
There: were 67,822,336 of these neat cattle of 
all ages, valued at $1,476,400,714, an average 
of $21.77; and in addition to these were 1,616,- 
422 cattle not on farms and ranges and val- 
ued at $41,102,687.

farme,and ranges. This average was 2.18 
years in 1890, while on June 1, 1900, the aver- - 


age was only 1.68 years, indicating that _ 


nearly six months hed been cut from the 
maturing and fattening age of the steers. 
But while the age of the steer hae been de- 
creased, the improved breeding and the im- 
proved methods of feeding have combined 
to put him on the market in a condition 
representing more and better meat then his 
older prototype did ten years ago. . 

Tahing the country et large, Texas beads 
the states and territories in the value of 
ite neat cattle, placed by the ceneus depart- 
ment at $163.228.004. Second in order is 
lowa with $142,518,902 worth of neat cat- 
the, and Kansas third, with e valuation of 
$117,640,801. Nebraska, Illinois, and Mis- 
sourl are next in order, but under the $100,- 
000,000 for ‘each. 

In some of these figures the value of the 
blooded cattle introduced into the state is. 
shown in a marked manner. For instance, 
Iowa has only 5,367,630 neat cattle repre- 
senting its $142,518,902 valuation, while 
Texas’ $163,228,004 worth of cattle numbers 
9,428,196 head. Thus with nearly twice as 
many cattle as Iowa has, the Texas valua- 
tion is only 14.5 per cent more. The valua- 
tion on each head in Texas ie $17.31, while 
Towa cattle were averaged at $26.56, or 58.4 
per cent higher. 


Horses to. Cattle, 

For the purposes of this article, the horse 
takes a second place. He came with the 
early Spaniards, as did the first meat cat- 
tle, and his history in this country has been 
written in parallel columns to that of the 
steer. His’ vaiue and his necessity on the 
farm has distributed him much more widely 
than is the cow kind, but his numbers)are 
smaller. Of the 4,532,018 farms and ranges 
and the 1,373,661 barns and inclosures that 
hold him, reports showed 21,216,888 horses 
with an average value of $49.07. 

‘The horse values for the United States in 
the last twenty-five years show some inter- 
estihg fluctuations. In 1884 the horse seemg 
to have reached the top notch in average 
value, when the department of agriculture 
estimated his cash worth at $74.64. This 
high average resulted in a period of over- 
production, which, combined with the effect 
of bicycles, caused his average to drop to the 
lowest ebb in 1807, when he was worth $31.51. 
His rise from that depth-to an average of 
$49.07 in the census year was steady. As 
an indication that the horse's usefulness by 
no: means is over, the census bureau has 
called attention to the fact that in 1870 there 
Were only 3.80 draymen, teamsters, livery- 
nien, and ho&tlers to the 1,000 of popula- 
tion, while there were 7.91 to the 1,000 in the 
last cehsus year. F 


60,000,000 "Furnish Wool. 

There were 61,837,112 sheep in the United 
States in the census year, valued at $170,- 
837,002, from which in 1899 wool was clipped 
to the value of $45,723,789. The average for 
each farm m the country, exclusive of the 
ranges, was 80.7 sheep to a farm, having an 
average value.of $2.76 for animals of all ages 
and, purposes. 

Montana leads all states and territories 
with 4,192,608 of these animals; Wyoming is 
second with 8,316,668; Mexico has 3,242,332, 
and Utah has 2,513,590.. No other state or 
territory passes the 2,000,000 mark in sheep. 
Increases in the number of sheep are shown 
in Wisconsin, Iowa, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, and Nebraska; decreases are shown 
in Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, Missouri, and 
Kansas, the decrease in Kansas reaching 
35.2 per cent. 

During the last decade a most remarkable 
growth ir. the demand for mutton has taken 
place in the United States and in England. 
The demand for wool is also increasing and 
values rising. On the other hand, the 
world’s supply of sheep is decreasing. Ow- 
ing to long droughts, both Australia and 
South America are short, while in this coun- 
try the range territory is being rapidly re- 
stricted and its ability to supply mutton 
and wool is unequal to the demand. Hence- 
forth, America must depend more and more 
upon its farming sections for sheep, which, 
if ‘well bred and well cared for, will prove 
especially profitable to the small farmer as 
tility. 


Half the World's Hoss. 

Swine and cattle are associated in the 
farming industry all over the union. The 
interest in the better grade of the animals 
may be shown in the dates of organizing the 
different swine breeders’ associations. These 
are the American Berkshire association, 1875; 
Standard Poland China, 1877; Central Poland 
China, 1878; American Chester White, 1884; 
American Essex, 1887; American Duroc-Jer- 
sey, 1890; and Standard Chester White, 1890. 

Horses were on more farms and ranges and 
in more Inclosures in 1900 than held hogs, 
but at the same time the hogs in these places 
listed by the census outnumbered the horses 
nearly 3 to 1. There were 62,876,108 hogs of 
all ages in the states and territories, valued 
at $232,027,707, an average of $3.69 a head. 


The highest per capita valuation was in > 


Rhode Island, where the figures were §7.87, 
while all over the New England states the 
average was $6.50. In Florida the average 
was only $1.51 a head. Iowa is credited with 
producing the perfect hog, and in the census 
year had 9,723,791 head, leading in numbers, 
though the average price was under that 
of three other states in the north central sec- 
tion. 

These are some of the striking facts and 
figures of the live stock industry in this coun- 
try. They are worth a study by the layman. 
As census figures now nearly four years old 
most of them need additions—some of them 
might stand even multiplication. But as 
representative of the one branch of classified 
farming, they are calculated to point the in- 
dividual citizen to the true source of wealth 
in this richest or globe.

These, with his own 15,000 Habitans, gave 
him an army of 160,000 men and he had the 
money to pay them, clothe them, and feed

Wins Wer Bold Stroke, 
‘ Pngland sent more troops and in Septem- 
ber another battle was fought, in which 
Glendearg captured Montreal and 70,000 pris- 
oners. Two hundred thotsand-more English 
surrendered—and Glendearg disarmed the 
270,000 men and permitted every man of them 
to escape to Quebec. 

‘This act surprised military men the worid 
over, but Glendearg’s purpese was quickly 
seen. Quebec was provisioned for only 80,000 
men and when the 270,000 additional were 
driven in by Glendearg’s advance, -Lord 
Pitchener, who had come from India to take 
command, saw that he wags lost. 

Giendearg laid siege to Quebec. Pitchener 
was soon helpless, for 360,000 men soon con- 
sumed the supplies intended for only 80,000.

The percentage of honest brokers in the 
business, men who would not wittingly de- 
fraud, is so small those in Chicago can be 
counted on one hand. Most of the tickets 
offered for sale by scalpers are out and out 
forgeries, and every time a scalper issues a 
forged ticket he places himself in the same 
class with the man who passes a bad check.

In the year passed the bureau has effected 
approximately twenty-five convictions on 
the charge of passing bad paper. Most of 
these were for forgeries, and with the arrests 


of many of the swindlers were found the 


paraphernalia of the forging broker. 
These consist of all the acids and inks 
that go to make up a note raiser’s outfit, dies, 
punches, rubber type, and stamps, and even 
occasionally a complete printing outfit. The 
ingenuity and skill with which these ticket 
“ brokers” work are such as to make the 
counterfeiter grow jealous of his trade. 


Don’t Hes'tate at Forgery. 

One method by which the railroads are 
often robbed its for the scalper to buy a 
ticket, for instance, from Chicago to Joliet 
or other nearby point. Then the pasteboard 
is taken in hand by the expert changer. When 
he gets through with it after a few hours of 
conscientious effort the same reads good for 
one passage to Denver or San Francisco, and 
the ticket which cost $1 or §2 is sold for 
twenty times that amount. The tickets so 
changed represent the highest type of the 
forger’s skill, and cost the roads annually 
censiderable sums. 

_ Even after the ticket is used once its sphere 
of usefulness is not destroyed to the scalper. 


_ Often it is sold by the passenger to another. 


broker at his destination and by him shipped 
back to the original “ fixer.” ‘The “ fixers ” 
have a way of plugging up conductors’ punch 
holes and canceilation marks that is more 
than extraordinary, and many times a raised 
ticket will be sold over and over again. In- 
vestigation proved that in one month 250 
tickets raised from the first stop out to a 
continuous passage to St. Louls were sold and 
honored out of Indianapolis. 

For the most part the men who do this 
kind of work are of one gang which operates 
throughout the country. Evidences of their 
penmanship come in daily to the offices of the 
bureau, and it Is against them that the rail- 
ways are now striving. Four or five of this 
gang reside in Chicago and confine their 
operations to this city. The rest of them 
usually move over the country from point 
to point, stopping wherever there is an im- 
petus to railroad travel and doing their best 
to defraud railroads and public without dis- 
crimination.

I could not raise any 
reasonable objection, for I took out what I

* Another plan I happen to know about is 
that of a minister’s wife. Her husband's 
pastorate is in a locality where a good many 
wedding ceremonies come his way. He gives 


the fees to bis wife, and she ie saving up the . 


money as a fund to educate their boy. He is 
about 4 years old now, and the mother has « 
good, snug sum laid by already.

‘The 
woman must have several hundred dollars 
to her account here up to date. She deposits 
about $10 or $12.4 week on the average. You 
see, the women play a prominent part fn this 
game of beating a man’s human nature.”

How Young Rockefeller Is Making 
American Citizens by Trust Methods. 


IS father having monopolized pretty 
much all the industries there were, 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., for want 


of anything else to do, has takenup . 


the manufacture of American citizens. 


While none of the product is yet finished, the | 


present highly gratifying stage of progress 
warrants the assertion that ultimate results 
will be more far reaching and be a greater in- 
fluence for goo in the nation than anything 
his father ever did. For he has gone into the 
business on the large scale on which al! 
Rockefeller enterprises are conducted, and 
with ell the family thoroughness. 

Operations eat the present time cover'a cir- 
cle of 8,000 miles in Colorado, Wyoming, New 
Mexico, and Utah. Most of the raw material 
le imported from Burope. While no age is 
considered unavailable, children of 3 years 
are preferred, for at that age a child has not 
had time to acquire ugly traits and habits 
which must be eradicaved before constructive 
work can begin. 

Possibly some persons might not state the 
case exactly in the foregoing terms.'It may 
be they would say that since the acquisition 
of a controlling interest in the Colorado Fuel 
ané@ Iron company by his father, John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. hae developed a keen interest 
in the remarkable sociological work of that 


company, and has given the assurance that 


all the money needed to continue the work in 
the best way will be forthcoming. But no 
matter how the facts are stated, they mean 
precisely the conversfon of unlettered, uncul- 
tivated immigrants and their children into 
sober, upright, intelligent men and women, 
with a due appreciation of the amenities as 
well as a wholesome regard for the decencies 
of life. If that isn’t making American citi- 


‘gens out of them, what is itt 


The credit for originating this sociological ' 


work is due to John A. Kebiler, now dead, 
who was for several years president of the 


‘Golorade Fuel and Irop company, Mr. Keb- 


ler was a kindly, wholesome, broad minded 


man, who not only felt a genuine interest 


in the welfare of his employés but who was 
far sighted enough to govern philanthropic 
impulses with hard common sense. He never 
forced benefits on a community; first he 
kindled the desire for them. Furthermore, 
while all sociological work was prompted 
by sincere philanthropic motives, it was well 
understood that the ultimate results of such 
work would have a satisfactory effect on 
dividends. 

The Colorado Fuel and Iron company is 
an immense corporation organized to take 
advantage of the vast deposits of coal] and 
fron in the Rocky mountain region. Its 
officers are at Denver, its works at Pueblo, 
its mines are scattered throughout Colorado, 
Wyoming, New Mexico, and Utab. In part 
the products of these mines are hauled over 
the company’s own ratiroads, its business 
directed over fts own telegraph wires, sup- 
plies for company use and for its employés 
are handled through its own stores. Its em- 
ployés aggregate 17,000 men, 50 that a popu- 
lation of 80,000 souls is dependent upon the 
company for a livelihood at the present time, 
and this will be greatly increased soon, for 
the business of the company is growing 


rapidly. 


Work Surpassed by but Two. 

While the sociological work was organized 
into a Gepartment and placed under the di- 
rection of Dr. R. W. Corwin, the chief of the 
company’s medical and. surgical staff, only 
three years ago, it has been so vigorousty 

ressed that the company now stands thftd 

the world in the extent and effectiveness 
of ite welfare work, being surpassed only -y 
the Krupp works at Dssen, Germany, and vy 
the Bon Marché in Paris. Considering the 
remarkable difficulties to be met by the 
Colorado Fue} and Iron company, it readily 
deserves to be placed first. 

For the Krupp works and the Bon Marché 
have each to deal with a body of empioyés 
made up almost entirely of a single nationali- 
ty, with the same language and customs, 
gathered in a single center. Compare this 
with the Colorado Fuel and Iron company’s 
forty camps, as they are called fn the west- 
ern vernacular, so scattered that to travel 
from one plant to anather, visiting one each 
day, would require six weeks’ time and a 
journey of 8,600 miles. Some of the camps 
are located in the foothills at the edge of 
the plains, some in the reclaimed portions 
of the deserts, some in the cafions, ané still 
others on the mountain sides. These forty 
camps have populations ranging from 500 
to 8,000 or 4,000. 


Nationalities Compl'cate Work. 

But the chief difficulty les in the great 
Giversity of nationalities. There are no 
fewer than thirty-two nationalities, speaking 
twenty-seven distinct languages, to say noth- 
ing of dialects, which often differ as much 
as the languages. Beside the English speak- 
ing peoples, who are well represented, there

language difficulty does not apply merely in 
the relations of'the social workers to the 
people. In far greater degree it affects the

Aim to Keep Men Conten 

In the face of these difficulties the socio- 
logical department has been organised so 
effectively and is working so energetically 
under the direction of a in welfare 


work, Walter Morritt, assistant superintend- 


ent, that it has now a firm foothold in.every 
camp, so that all the people are happy and 
contented. This was one of the great ob- 
jects to be accomplished: to keep the men 
contented, so they would stick to their jobs. 

Life in a remote mifing camp is not ordi- 
marily attractive to a workingmaen. The 
miners and cokeburners would work a few 
Gays in a place and then move on. Thus the 
company was often seriously embarrassed, 
for labor Is none too abundant in the moun- 
tains. It wae found that the men could be 
kept comtented by permitting an unlimited 
number of low saleons. But this was not 
satisfactory to the company; there was so 


Much drunkenness that the men were in- 


efficient, not to put it on a higher plane. So 
& better method-was sought. 


s 
Camp Rivalry the Key. 

The clew to this better method was given in 
1889 by 4 curtous rivalry between two neigh- 
boring camps, Sopris and Rouse, Colo. When 
Sopris placed a ‘fountain in her echoolhouse 
front yard, Rotise billt “SA ornate f 
around hers. When Sopris planted and 
a lawn ardund her school, Rouse placed on 
the cupola of hers a 1,600 pound bell, the 
musical peal of which could be heard for 
miles around. 

Obviously the easy way to do things was to 
arouse ambition and a spirit of rivalry be- 
tween camps. It took time to find out how to 
do it, but the way in which cooking schools 
were started three years ago is a good illus- 
tration of the mode of operation. First, it 
should be explained that the wise men of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company’s sociolog- 
ical department figured out the best way to 
combat drunkenness, which had been the 
great curse of the camps, was by cooking 
schools. They reasoned that.to a hungry 
man the attractiveness of home begins at the 
table. 


Well Directed Jealousy Aids. 

So, to start things going, a cooking class 
for the nurses in the company’s training 
school for nurses at Pueblo was organised. 
The conspirators caused such roseate reports 
of the culinary miracles wrought by those 
nurses to be circulated in Bessemer, a sub- 
urb of Pueblo inhabited exclusively by em- 
ployés of the company’s steel works, that 
the housewives of Bessemer beBged for a 
cooking teacher. Of course, the sociological 
department graciously granted the request, 
and promptly caused the wildest rumors to 
be circulated in Starkville about the wonders 
wrought by the Bessemer housewives. So 
the plot fed apen itself, and thickened, and 
grew, until the sociological department had 
to give the women of Starkville a cooking 
teacher or flee the state. And so on to the 
end of the chapter. 

The cardinal precept of the sociological 
department is always to be cordially helpful, 
but never officious, It never attempts to 
force anything on a camp. It always waits 
until a request is made for a given under- 
taking. But, biess your tnmecent heart, it 
always happens that the camps ask for what 
they are wanted to ask for, as you may 
guess from the cooking school incident. If 
no one else can be induced to make the first 
request for a new lecture on hygiene, or a 
new temperamce drink, or the latest magic 
lantern show, those poor nurses at the 
Pueblo training scheol are ostentatiously 
trotted out, and made to roll their eyes and 
smack their lips over it, and pretend they 
just love it. But then, if they were not 
meek and long suffering, they would not be 
fit to be nurses, so it’s all right. 


Camps Made Attractive Towns. 

Unéer the direction of the sociological de- 
partment the ‘dove huts, iog shacks, and 
nondescript hovels in which the men former- 
ly housed themselves and their families have 
been cleaned out of every camp, and upon 
their sites stand spotless towns with water 
supply and sewers, the houses diversified in 
architecture and color, the streets regular, 
clean, and planted with shadetrees. Indeed,

some of the most ettractive towns in Colo- 
rado are “ C. F. and L” camps built under 
the 


Girection of the sociological depart-— 


ment. i 
Redstone, in the western part of the state, 
in particular is a model place. It has com- 
fortable dwellings, admirably equipped 
schools, water works, electric lights, and all 
the conveniences of an ideal modern commu- 
nity, a really fine clubhouse conducted on the 
most approved iines solely for the benefit of 
the miners and other company employés, and 
a hotel, also built for employés, so attractive 
and so well conducted that it is extensively 
used.as 4 summer resort by outsiders. In- 
deed, this mere coal camp is so attractive a 
place to live that a number of well to do 
folk have buflt summer cottages there. Red- 
stone not only has al) the advantages enu- 
merated but [t is without drunkenness, with- 
out extreme poverty, without filth, without 
open vices, without strife or lawlessness, and 
without a policeman. 


Firet Attend to Sanitation, | 
In planning the new camps special atten- 
tion has been paid to the location of houses 
with reference to drainage and sanitary re- 
* quirements and with an eye to the artistic in 
grouping. Bach camp is provided with a res- 
ident physician, who cares for the sick and 
injured and looks out for the sanitary condi- 
“tion of the camp. In Pueblo, near the great 
steel works of the company, is located the 
magnificent hospital pronounced by experts 
to be without a superior in the world. ere 
those requiring hospital care are sent By the 
local physician. For this medical attention 


at the camp and in the hospital éach em- 


ployé pays $1 per month, but the benefits 
of the sociological Gepartment proper are 
» ad free to all employés and their fani- 


At Redstone a washhouse for those who try to the resigents of the town, and now its ~ 


‘work about the coke ovens and coal tipple is 
provided. It contains twenty-four white 
in a double row along the mil@iile OF a long 
room, and supplied with hot and'cold water: 
Lockers are arranged all aroun’ thé room 
for the workmen who wish te change their 
clothes for street attire. A shower bath and 
closets are partitioned off at one end of the 
room. 

Every effort hae been made to avoid dull 
monetony in the erection of The houses.

Easy Plucking in Country. 
The average Chicagoan can go al over his 
home city blindfolded and with his hands 
tied end stil] keep out of trouble. But ft is 


the wilds of distant railread towns, where he 
does net know the names of the crossing 
policeman, that the man from the city falls 
a victim to the wiles of sharpers with the 
same ease and innocence with which the 
ruralite once promenaded gayly down te the 
lake front te see the explosion. 


And the methods whereby he is made to 


yield up the filthy lucre are just as subtle, or 


just as coarse, as those of the old city days, 


ve. 

There is a junction town at the extreme 
southern end of the Big Woods in Wisconsin, 
where passengers from Chicago who, for any 
reason, wish to journey north, up into the 
country of lakes, pine, lumber jacks, and 
‘deer, are dumped unceremoniously from the 
limited trains and forced to spend three or 
four hours of weary waiting before an eac- 
commodation train comes from the south and 
generously bears them northward. : 


Grafters Live Off Sopli'sticated. 
As the northern lake resort country lies 
directly to the north, this town has more than 
its q of metropolitan visitors.

Builds Up Good Schools. 

Great importance ts attached by the com- 
Pany to good schools. As it pays from 60 to 
75 per cent of the taxes in each camp, it 
naturally claims the privilege of making 
suggestions, though it never assumes to dic- 
‘tate. As a@ result of this attitude the advice 
of the sociviogical department is freely 
sought. It assists to secure goed teachers, 
furnishes plans for schoolhouses, gives free 
advice on legal matters, has secured the 
adoption of free and uniform textbooks in 


_@ll its camps, and even advances money to 


bulla schoolhouses, pay teachers’ salaries, 
and buy furniture in new camps. . 

Night schools have been conducted with 
gteat success, the majority of the pupils 
being Itallan miners, whe wished te learn 
English. 


During the last two years fifty circulating 
libraries of fifty books each, have been in 
circulation. These books are changed every 
three months, so that each camp gets the 
benefit of a large number of books during 
the year. 

Experimenting on Saloons. 
The saloon problem is the most serious 
one the department is called upon to solve, 
The experiment was made of abolishing sa- 
loons in some camps, but drunkenness in- 
creased, so the department is trying experi- 
mente of all sorts to regulate saloons. 

Some camps are permftted a limited num- 
ber of saloons run by outsiders under agree- 
ment to run clean and orderly places. In 
other places, as at Redstone, there are clubs 
where intoxicants are sold, but coffee and 
other harmieas drinks are conspicuously on 
sale, while the hard liquors are kept out 
of sight. A rule against treating is rigidly 
enforced. Another plan is to fit up a club 
as attractively as possible with al] the usua? 
paraphernalia, not as a resort for the men 
alone but for their families as well. In these 
clubs no intoxicants are sold, the object be- 
ing to furnish a place #0 attractive the saloon 
cannot compete with it. Still another plan 


Takes Workers Through Life. 
In short, the Colorado Fuel and [run com- 
pany takes the children of the raw, rough 
immigrants from the cradle, educates them, 
inculcates moral and patriotic psinciples, 
and furnishes them wholesome guidance, 
‘amusement, entertainment, and recreation 
until they reach maturity. If that isn't 
making American citizens of them, it comes

Making of 


HICAGO must be given the palm of 

leadership in another industry. It 
leads all other cities of the United 
States in the manufacture of furni- 
ture. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., has hitherto con- 
stantly rejoiced in the appellation of the 
Furniture City. Now it must yield this title. 
to be hung where it rightly belongs, aiong 
with “ The Windy City " and the other titles 
that help to place the superiority of Chicago 
before the world. | 

“ It may surprise most people to learn that 
Chicago makes three times as much furniture 
as does Grand Rapids, which is popularly 
known as the center of the furniture industry 
in the United States,” sald A. Karpen, a 
manufacturer of this city. “ This is an in- 
dustry which hae been developed in this city 
with little fuse and feathers until now the 
output of Chicago exceeds that of any other 
eity in the country. 

“Grand Rapids produces about $8,000,000 
worth of furniture annually; Chicago's out- 
put between $24,000,000 and $25,000,000. 
The factories of the Michigan city furnish 
employment to 6,000 or 7,008 people; furniture 
manufacturing in Chicago keeps from 25,000 
to 80.000 people employed the year around. 
New York is the only other city In the country 
whose outputapproaches oursin value. New 
York manufacturers produce each year near- 
ly if not quite as many dollars worth of fur- 
niture as we do, but in number of pieces they 
produce only one-tenth as many, their prod- 
uct being for the most part confined to furni- 
ture of the most costly character. 


All Kinds Made Here. 

‘The variety of the furniture manufac- 
tured here is so great as to tnclude practically 
all divisions of furniture making. In furni- 
ture proper is not included desks nor office 
fittings. and these are not reckoned in our 
total product. With them and interior wood- 
work. etc.. the figures would assume much 
larger proportions.” 

There are approximately 200 factories In 
Chicago devoted to the manufacture of fur- 
niture of some kind. These range from the 
small place with only a few employés. where 
only one kind of goods is made, to the mam- 
moth establishment employing a thousand 
men or more, and where is manufactured 
furniture of all kinds. from the ordinary 
kitchen chair to the ornate bed or tabie. 


Whole World Chicago's Customer. 
The majority of the large factories, how- 
ever, tend toward specialization. Thus, there

If heis in receipt 
of $65 a month directly previous to his regis- 
tration he may consider himself fortunate. 
But when he gets his license his wages will

_ School Years Are Profitable. 
If he decides to attend a schoo! of pharma- 

cy he will have no troubie finding employ- 

ment at a fair salary upon his graduation 


even before he secures his license as phar-' 


macist. Herein the graduate of the school 
has the advantage over the man who begins 
to learn in the store. The college man can 
begin to work as a pharmacist at a salary 
nearly equal to what he would receive after 
four years’ work in a store. Many of the

The cry that the day of sentiment and romance is dying 
out must.be somewhat stilled by Dr. Taylor's death. From 
the whir] and gayety of the fashionable society of the 
ital city to residence as a hermit in a barred and bu 
proof house in the most squalid negro section of the city; 
this is the story of Taylor's romance. re 

Eight Years ago Dr. LeRoy Taylor and his beautiful wife, 
the daughter.of Charlies W. Untermehe of Washington, were 
favorites in Washington society. The doctor was among the 
foremost of Wis profession, brilliant, rich, and renowned 
among the savants of this country and Burope as a scien- 
tist of more than ordinary scope and ability. His wife was 
a fit mate for one of his talents and position. Rich and beau- 
tiful, coming from one of the first families of the city, she 
was the center of an admiring circle which made the Taylor 
residence its headquarters. : 


Leaders in Social Life. 


There were the keenest and best spirits of the land in 
that circle of acquaintances. There were statesmen of high 
rank, society men and women of great wealth, literary men 
and women of little wealth or rank but of great brilliance, 
doctors, scientists, wits—some of the most brilliant gather- 
ings, formal and informal, in the city were to be found at 
the Taylor home.

If there was a famous scientist, author, or other 
personage in Washington—and Washington is where these 
abound—he was to be found at the Taylor residence. If an 
invitation from Mrs. Taylor came to hand it bore with it 
the assurance of good company. : 

Dr. Taylor and his wife were two of the happiest and 
most brilliant of the fashionable set of Washington. Their 
marriage Was a pure love match and the years of married life 
efter the honeymoon served only to strengthen and seal the 
love that had brought them together. Their lives, however, 
ran along the commonplace life of the day: the round of 
gayety, the home full of company, the oalls, the receptions, 
and all that goes to make up the existence of children of 
fashion was theirs, and no one dreamed that Dr. Taylor 
Was sentimental or that there was to be a romance in his 
life further than there is in the life of any man who meets 
the woman he loves and weds her. Men said that Roy Tay- 
lor was just as much in love with his wife ten years after 
their marriage as he was when he won her; that was the 
only visible difference between him and the average man 
of the day. 


Overcome by His Wife’s Death.

In Dr. Matthews church alone the Men’s Fellowship club 
contains 150 members with the result as admitted by this 
pastor that a large percentage of the girls are engaged. Down 
in the churches that lie within a mile of the Cook county hos- 
pital, where there are about 5,000 dental and medical students, 
the proportion of men is even greater while the proportion of 
engagements and marriages correspondingly increase.

Casa-Riera lost his honor and his position at court and be- 
came an exile. 


Married a Peasant’s Daughter, 
While visiting his estates in Catalonia he met, in this 
fated hour, a peasant child. She was the handsémest child 
the marquis had ever seen. She was the daughter of a poor, 
ignorant tenant. The marquis placed the peasant girl in a 
school, where she was educated. She developed into one of 
the most beautiful young women of Spain, and when she was

HE modern girl's love for finery and jewelry as 
expressed in the engagement ring has sent the 
price of diamonds up 30 or 40 per cent in the 
last three years.” This is what a State street 
jeweler says, and his statement is verified by 
others in the same line. 

The engagement ring is getting to be so 
indispensable to engagements in this day and 
age that the girl who admits her betrothal without at the 
same time shyly exposing the diamond solitaire that twinkles 
on her little left hand is extremely rare and hard to find. 
“No diamond, no engagement,”’ may be set down as the mod- 
ern watchword in matters of the heart. Cupid alone is not 
sufficiently strong to ensnare and hold the hearts of 
maidens fair to one man. He must have an assistant, and 
that In the shape of a narrow band of gold set with a single

diamond; and the diamond must cost from $70 to $100. 

“Twenty years ago people didn’t buy so many nor such 
expensive engagement rings as they do today,’’ said the 
State street man. “ Then the announcement of an engage- 
ment was enough, and when the wedding was held a wedding 
ring was produced, and that was generally all the jewelry 
that was worn by the happy bride. The diamond as an en- 
gagement ring was extremely rare and because of this small 
demand was much lower in price. 

“This condition may be said to have lasted up to ten years 
ago, when the diamond solitaire began to gain in favor 
among the young people on matrimony bent. It grew rapidly, 
and now may be sald to amount to something akin to a fad, 
for it is seldom that we sell any other kind of a ring to an 
engaged couple, and it is seldom that a couple gets engaged 
nowadays without the young man blowing himself for a 
nice big diamond.

Two Wills and Two Heirs. 


The marquis had made two wills and both were found 
after his death. In the first one he left his entire fortune 
to a cousin named Riera, who is still living, a nonagenarian, 


in Barcelona. In the second will, dated in 1879, two years 


before his death, he revoked the first will and bequeathed the 
pulk of his estate to his nephew, José Mora y Riera, and 
failing him to another nephew, Alexandro Mora y Riera. 
The sum of 1,000,000 francs was given to a third nephew 
ramed Gonzalo, brother of the other two. 

Then began that series of sudden deaths which within the 
last few months formed so sensational a feature of the effort 
to obtain the $18,000,000 by forgery. 

José Mora y Riera, the direct heir, died suddenly in Madrid 
just forty-seven days after the death of his uncle, the mar- 
quis, who had willed him so great a fortune. Thereupon 
Alexandro and Gonzalo Mora y Riera took possession of the 
fortune. But in another month Gonzalo died in Madrid, leav- 
ing a widow, who married a Spanish sous-préfet named An- 
gelotti. In a few weeks Angelotti died suddeniy, and his 
wife, the former widow of Gonzalo, survived him but a short 
time. Of all the direct heirs and their descendants mentioned 
in the will of the first Marquis de Casa-Riefa only Alexandro 
was left alive. He assumed the title and took up his resi- 
dence in the mansion tn the Rue de Berfi in Paris, where 
he has made his home ever since, ‘o 


Helped the Humbert Imposture. 


For twenty-three years Alexandro de Casa-Riera lived 
in Paris. He was noted for his courtliness, for his charities, 
for his eccentricities. He was the friend of the Humberts 
and aided them, even to the extent of placing in their hands 


the vast sums in stocks, bonds,-and cash which filled the 


safe in which the Humberts had declared was deposited the 
fortune of the mythical Crawfords. It was this temporar 
loan of wealth that enabled the Mumberts-to pone 
hour of their final exposure. Of cotree, Alexan dé Casa- 
Riera’s money, stocks, and hohds were teturned t# him. 
There was never any suspicion that he was in any way con- 
nected with the Humbert swindle. He simply befriended 
them through a belief in the truth of theif story, with which 
they so long deceived the Paris police and the French courts.

No one knows how 
long ago the plot was laid or who began it, but the basis of 
the conspiracy must have been founded years ago, for the 
devious trail of the purposed fraud lay through many prov- 
inces of the old Castillian kingdom.

Pierre Riera declared that both Alexandro and Gonsals 
Mora had died in 1878, a year before the will was drawn, and 
that the secretary knew it. Pierre produced family doce 
ments and registers of births, marriages, and deaths to provs 
his assertion that Alexandro and Gonzalo had died in 1% 
As further proof he produced copies of the death register of 
the parish of San Martino de Sarroca in Spain. This death 
register showed plainly egough that Alexandro and Gonsals 
Mora were buried in that parish in 1878. 

The secretary of the first marquis, too old to palm him 
self off as Alexandro Mora, stole all the family documents 
when the old marquis died, gave them to his son, and sent 
him to Paris to assume the title and secure the fortune ft 
was the son of the secretary who in 1881, according to th 
story told by Pierre Riera, assumed illegally the title of the 
Marquis Alexandro de Casa-Riera. 

Paris jumped to the conclusion that the story of Pliers 
Riera, the ignorant blacksmith of Catalonia, was true and 
that the aged and respected Marquis de Casa-Riera was ap 
impostor, who had enjoyed stolen millions for twenty-thre 
years. 

The appearancé of the marquis was against him. He dow 
rot look to be more than 6) years old. Yet if he was the 
real Alexandro Mora named in the will of 1879 he must be 
at least 81. 


Spanish Authorities Aid Fraud. 

The case found its way into the courts. The affair was 
complicated by the unexpected course taken by the Spanisil 
authorities. Every effort was made in Spain, apparently, té 
bulster up the story tel@ by Pierre Riera. Permission to 
search parish registers Was tefused to the attorneys employed 
by the marquis. 

The marquis himself told a straightforward story in court. 
He asserted that from 1842 to 1851 he resided with his uncle, 
the first marquis, in Madrid. In 1851 he went to London to 
,earn banking in the house of Messrs. Frederick Huth & Co, 
In 1875 he shared his uncle’s exile in Paris and was with him 
until hig death in 1881. 

But the sensational press of Paris was with the syndicate 
backing Pierre Riera. It was declared that the marquis was 
the mysterious Crawford and that his heirs were the nephews 
whose long litigation with Mme. Humbert enabied, ber % 
impose upon so many millionaires.
